To the Editor of the Graphic: 

In your last issue, the chairman of the 
Republican Ward and City Committee of 
Newton, (Mr. Robert H. Gardiner), gives 
what he calls a statement of facts regard- 
ing the appointment of United States 
Deputy Marshals to serve at the polls in. 
the coming election. 

Conscious of the unpopularity of this- 
action on the part of the Republican 
officials in superceding our police force, by- 
placing government officers at the polls, 
who have paramount authority, Mr. 
Gardiner endeavors, first, to place the re- 
sponsibility for their presence on Demo- 
cratic shoulders, and, then, seeing that our 
citizens are resenting even this mild appli- 
cation of the Force Bill, tries to show that 
government interference in elections is 
harmless and salutary. 

In both instances. Sir. Gardiner, in aim- 
ing at the truth, has shot very wide of the 
mark, and it is therefore necessary to en- 
lighten him. 

First: The United States Deputy Mar- 
shals for Newton will be appointed, not on 
a petition of au eager Democrat and an un- 
willing Republican, as he states, but on 
that of two red-hot Republican citizens.viz 
J. J. Coxeter and V II. Chadwick. In 
confirmation of this, I refer him to the- 
Chief Mar shal's office in the City of Boston. 

I may add that while the list of Dames of 
Rei * " 


those Republicans who are to serve as 
Deputy Marshals in the various precincts 
of Newton, has been on tile in the Chief, 
Marshal’s office in Boston for several days, 
the list of names of those Democrats who are 
to serve in a like capacity is not even yet 
made up. And, furthermore, it would not 
he made up at all, but for the fact that the 
Chief Marshal, (a Republican office holder,, 
would then have power to fill tne entire list 
with men who sympathized with the Re^ 
publican cause. 

Second: In order to allay the feeling 
which has been aroused in this community 
by the report that Deputy Marshals were 
to be appointed, Mr. Gardiner says of the 
duties of these officers, that they are simply 
“to watch the registration and elections 
and to report any illegality.’’ On the other 
hand the Attorney General of the United- 
States in bis instructions to these officials 
just issued, declares that: “By Sec. 2022 
the Deputy Marshals are authorized to 
arresL with or without process, any person 
who commits, or attempts, or offers to com- 
mit, any of the acts or offences prohibited 
therein, or who commits any offence against 
the laws of the United States.’’ 

I presume that in the construction of the* 
duties of the marshals under the statutes 
of the United States, President Harrison’* 
Attorney-General will rank, even with Re- 
publicans, as a little higher authority than 
the esteemed Chairman of the Newton Re- 
publican Warn and City Committee. At 
any rate, he disagrees with Mr. Gardiner iit\ 
thinking that Deputy Marshal- are simply 
reporters. 

In conclusion let me -ay that, iu the* 
purity of their elections and in the main- 
tenance of order at the polls, the citizew* 
of Newton implicity trust to the houor^ind 
rely on the efficiency of our Board of 
registration and our police force, they be- 
lieve in Home Rule. If they oppose the 
present Republican election laws, which 
allow Judjp* Hallett to set a watch on such 
men as Kingsbury. Bourne, Bridge- and 
Hale, and permit Chief Marshal Doherty 
to defy our police officers, h >w much great- 
er their opposition would he t<> the Repub- 
lican Force Bill, w hich give- the control of 
the maehinery of elections to government 
officials, and then backs them up with tlu 
bayonet.

wires on Concord street, Lower Falls, 
from Washington street to the western 
line. 

Mr. Aubrey was preseut and said there 
were two subscribers they wished to 
reach and Concord street seemed the 
best way to reach them, and that if this 
location was established the wire to 
Francis Blake who now had an indepen- 
dent line would be changed to this 
route. 

Alderman Sprague requested the opin- 
ion of Chief Bixby regarding the location. 
Mr. Bixby said the present line to 
Francis Blake's was objectiouable aud it 
was a matter of necessity that a change 
should bo made. The proposed route 
was the best that offered. 

Thepetitiou was then granted. 

TO ABATE ASSESSMENT. 

Alderman Wilson presented a petition 
from Henry IT. Hunt requesting an abate- 
ment of his tax, levied on account of tbe 
Mague meadows, claimiuguo benefit, that 
he was damaged by tbe changing of tbe 
course of tbe brook, also from the over- 
flow leaving stagnant water on his land. 

The petition was referred to the city 
solicitor. 

REPORTS. 

Alderman Coffin for the committee on 
highways reported on the petition of 
Tuttle aud others recommending the lay- 
ing out of Maple avenue, on petition of 
King aud others recommending the lay- 
ing out of Lenox street and takiug lands 
therefor. The report was accepted aud 
the recommendations adopted. 

Alderman Harbuch for tbo water board 
reported on tbe remonstrance of W. O. 
Hunt and others against the use of laud, 
corner of Ediuboro street for water pipe 
aud giving the petitioners leave to with- 
draw. 

Alderman Sheppard for the committee 
on claims reported, recommending that 
Amasa W. Tarbox for alleged damage to 
his estate have leave to withdraw’. 

$007 FOR WATER PIPES. 

The water board were authorized to 
lay 25G ftet of fix inch pipe on Bojlstou 
street and ISO feet of six inch pipe on 
Crafts street at an expense of $007. 

The city treasurer was authorized to 
levy and collect sewer assessments iu ac- 
cordance with the statutes. 

Alderman Hyde offered orders requir- 
ing tbe N. E. Telephoned Telegraph Co. 
to rebuild their line ou Walnut street, 
also authorizing tbe erection of poles 
and wires on Beacon and Boylston 
streets. Tbe orders were adopted with 
the proviso that tbe mayor's signature be 
withheld unti^plans of the location had 
been filed by the telephone company. 

Tbe report of the highway comittee 
recommended the discontinuance of a 
portion of Beacon street as petitioned by 
the L. R. aud Caroline Harbach heirs. 

HEARINGS APPOINTED. 

Hearings were appointed ou the lay- 
ing out and grading of Maple avenue 
aud Lenox street, and the discontinuance 
of a portion of Beacon street before the 
boa id of aldermen Monday, Nov. 21, at 
7.80 j . m. o’clock and before the com- 
mon council on Monday, Nov. 28, at 7 80 
o’clock, and notices were ordered issued 
to all parties interested. 

An order was passed adopting the in- 
structions toehetiou officers as regula- 
tions in accordance with the acts of is<h), 
and authorizing the printiug of 500 copies 
of the same. 

The boaid then went into executive 
session which l isted over an hour con- 
sidering the appointment of a committee 
to investigate the best method of separat- 
ing the grades along the liue of the Bos- 
ton «V Albany railroad iu Newton, 
especially with a view to getting at, tbe 
cost of the plans suggested bv Mr. J. T. 
Langford aud the Boston & Albany Rail- 
road Company. The former contem- 
plates changing the tracks to a new loca- 
tion, and the lattei provides for an 
elevated roadbed on tbe liue of the pres- 
eut tracks between Faueuil and Auburn- 
dale. 

The discussion is reported to have been 
a lively one, and resulted in an adjourn- 
ment without deciding tbe make-up of 
the committee.

IN DECIDING I TON THE REMOVAL OF 
grade crossings. 

To (be Editor of tbe Newton Graphic: 

I would like to call your attention 
once more to tbe fact that, whatever may 
be the merits of the Langford scheme for 
the improvement of the city, tbe linger- 
ing and desultory way in which tho dis- 
cussion of it Is carried on is going to 
cost the taxpayers of tbe city a very 
large sum of money, which might just as 
well bo saved by a little promptness. It 
seems to have been entirely forgotten 
that neither the Mayor and Aldermen, 
nor tbe Boston & Albany Railroad Com- 
pany, nor any committeo of private citi- 
zens. have any power whatever to say in 
what way the grade crossings iu Newton 
shall be changed, but that this power 
rests by law with a Commission to be ap- 
pointed by the Superior Court. This 
Commission is appointed, if the Court 
thinks proper, on tho application of the 
Mayor and Aldermeo, or the railroad 
compauy; it hears the parties interested 
and directs in what way tho improve- 
ment shall be carried out; and tho stat 
has made a limited appropriatiou, out of 
which, so long as the appropriation lasts, 
it will pay one-fourth of the cost of mak- 
ing the change, aud will compel the rail- 
road company to pay sixty-five per cent, 
leaving, at most, only ten per cent for 
the taxpayers of tho city to pay, aud the 
Commission may, if it deems best, divide 
the cost so that tho city will pay less, and 
the State more. The statute provides 
that the total amount to be expended by 
tho State for this parpose shall not ex- 
ceed $5,000,000, and that not more thau 
$500,000 shall be expended in any one 
year. A vory largo part of tbe State 
fund will bo absorbed by tbe improve- 
ments to be made iu Boston, Brockton, 
Worcester, and the host of smaller places 
which have beeu prudent enough to se- 
cure tbe money by making early appli- 
cation, and if Newton does not apply 
very soon for its share, which would 
probably be more than half a million, 
and might reach nearly a million, accord- 
ing to the plan adopted, it will get 
uotbing. 

In any case, it will be years before any 
of tbe State’s money will bo available for 
Newton, even if it is applied for immedi- 
ately, as tbe more cuterprisiug towns 
will have to bo atteuded to first, aud the 
Commission appointed by tbe Court, 
which has sole power iu the matter, will 
have plenty of time, as well as inclina- 
tion, to hear anything that parties in- 
terested may have to say. 

At one of the Langford meetings, a 
speaker, on having his attention called 
to the fact that the State might not be 
disposed to contribute to the Langford 
plaD, said that the people of Newtoe 
were rich enough to carry out any plan 
they wanted, without tbe help of thn 
State. That may be true, but. at the 
same time, the taxpayers would be glad 
to have the State's help, if they cau, and 
they ought not to lose it simply for want 
of asking for it. 

It seems to me, therefore, in every way 
desirable that the Mayor aud Aldermeu 
should make application without delay 
to tbe Superior Court for the appoint- 
ment of a Commission, as the law pro- 
vides, setting forth in their petition, if 
necessary, any provisional scheme that 
they may agree upon. This will secure 
tbe money, if there is any to be had, and 
will briug the matter before the only 
body which has power to do anything 
about it; and Mr. Langford, aud all tbe 
other people who have schemes to 
proposp, cau display their eloquence 
where it will do some good. 

You will understand that I, personally, 
have no preference for or against any 
scheme. What I should like best would 
be sunken tracks, aud a South street 
boulevard, but I cau see that there are 
objections to these, as well as to all the 
other plans that have been, or cau be 
presented. Meanwhile, however, it 
seems to be necessary to do something, 
and I, for one, would like to have it de- 
cided as soou as may be whut that some- 
thing is to be, and, above all, to make 
sure that the State will help us to pay 
for it.

To tbe editor of tbe Graphic: 

The writer for your ‘‘Protection” 
column appears to have been terribly 
wrought up over my few remarks of the 
week before, but be should not confound 
me with the Tariff Reform Club, of 
which I am not a member, aud tbe 
courteous and dignified tone of whose 
column in your paper is in strong con- 
trast with the bombast of tbe “protec- 
tion column.” 

The writer bad a good deal to say 
about Hopedale as a model village, but 
as Congresstnau Williams said at Mild- 
ford, it would be better if the operatives 
owned their own little homes, than have 
Gen. Draper aud bis company own every- 
thing. lie also talks wildly about the 
“800 American workmen,” wbicli was 
rather foolish, after the affidavits of some 
of the workmeu, printed in all the papers 
last week, aud telling of tbe manner in 
wbi:h they were induced to come to 
America. 1 suppose be would call the 
Italians employed on our sewers “Ameri- 
can workmen,’' because they are in 
America. 

Hopedale may be a model manufac- 
turing town, iu protectionists' eyes, but 
a town where the workmeu owned their 
own homes and were not liable to be 
“evicted” at any moment, would be a 
better model for Americans to imitate. 

Tbe wages of these Hopedale work- 
meu may be 100 per cent higher than in 
similar factories abroad, though I doubt 
it, but are they within 20 per cent of the 
rate paid iu similar factories in this 
state? This is where “Eliot Lord,” as 
he signs himself, is weak, and he seems 
to know it. 

Gen. Draper may be a “close” student 
of “economic conditions;” as Eliot says 
aud according to those affidavits his 
workmeu find him so. 

Geu. Draper, I see, believes iu the Mc- 
Kinley policy of taxing the people to 
make millionaires out of a few manu- 
facturers; he believes in taxing tbe 
people to pay pensions to millionaires, 
aud he would also like to have the 
people taxed to seud him to Congress. 
1 have often heard meu say that the 
world owed them a liviug, but 1 never 
before saw a man who was quite so 
omnivorous iu his method of collecting 
it.

Jackson of the Nowtonvillo Methodist 
church, Mrs. Russell of tho Church of tho 
Redeemer, Chestnut Hill; Rev. Mr. Man- 
ning of tho Methodist church, Nowton; 
Rev. Francis B. Hornbrooko of tho Chan- 
cing church, Nowton; Rov. J. M. 
Dutton of the Central Congregational 
church, Newtonville; Mr. Q. A. Green of 
tho North Evangolical Congregational 
church, Newton; Rev. Nathaniel Fellows 
of tbo Methodist church, Nowton Upper 
Falls; Rov. Lemuel C. Barnes of tbo 
Baptist church, Newton Contro; Mr. 
Lucius G. l’ratt of tho First Unitarian 
church, West Newton; Rev. Theodore J. 
Holmes of the First Congregational 
church, Nowton Coutre; Rev. John 
Worcester of tbe Now church (Sweden- 
borgiau), Nowtonvillo; Rev. Edwin II. 
Hughes of tbo Methodist church, New- 
ton Centro; Rev. Wolcott Calkins of 
Eliot church, Newton; Rev. John Matte-

Letters oxpressive of regret for neces- 
sary abseuco were road from Rov.

Newton, and Rev, Georgo G. Phipps of 
the Congregational church, Nowton 
Highlands, and verbal message was re- 
ceived to similar effect from Rov. 
Geoigo W. Shinn of Grace church, Now- 
ton. 

Interesting and suggestive accounts of 
tho work and condition of the Newton 
Cottage Hospital, indicating the growing 
efficiency of the institution and its in- 
creasing need of liberal aid on tbe pait 
of tbo churches and tbo general public, 
wore given by lt9v. John Worcester and 
by Dr. S. L. Eaton, tbe latter represent- 
ing the executive committee of the 
hospital. Mr. Lucius G. Pratt of the 
Hospital Financo Committeo made valu- 
able suggestions in regard to the best 
method of obtaining generous contribu- 
tions from tbe churches and emphasized 
the uced of substantial increase in such 
offerings. 

Rev. Francis B. Hornbrooke urged 
that secular organizations as well as 
churches should be asked to aid in tbe 
support of the hospital. In reply to a 
question of Rev. J. M. Dutton, Rev. 
John Worcester dotailed some iuterest- 
iug facts as to tho origin and growth of 
this institution. Dr. S. L. Eaton also 
explained the careful endeavours of 
those interested in the financial adminis- 
tration to induce patients of limited 
means to pay as large a proportion as 
possible of the cost of tbeir treatment. 

On motion of Rev. Francis B. Horn- 
brooke it was voted that tbe meeting 
should express to the authorities of the 
hospital tbe recommendation that ap- 
peals for support be seut to secular or- 
ganizations in Nowton, 

On motion it was voted that? the chair- 
man, Mr. Lucius G. Pratt, and Rev. G. 
W. Shinn with tbo secretary be ap- 
pointed a committeo to formulate and 
transmit to tbe churches an appeal for 
Hospital Sunday. 

Ou motion of Rev. John Worcester tho 
committee were instructed to include iu 
their circulars very full information con- 
cerning the work and needs of the 
hospital. 

On motion of Rev. Lemuel C. Barnes 
it was voted that the proceedings of this 
meetiug be sent by the secretary for 
publication to the local papers. 

On motion tbe meeting was adjourned.

SEEMS TO SETTLE IT. 


ANOTHER OPPORTUNITY FOR MR. WIL- 
LIAMS TO CORRECT A MI8STATKMENT. 

To the Editor of the Boston Journal: 

Congressman George Fred Williams re- 
plied ou October 28 to my card which 
prouounced as unqualifiedly false his 
statement on tho stump that “during a 
strike to maintain union wages at Gen. 
Draper’s Elastic Fabric Factory in Hope- 
dale, he sent an agent to England and 
through him imported English weavers 
to man his factory.” 

In his reply he says that Mr. Lapwortli, 
tho Superintendent of that factory, was 
in Englaud pending the strike, trying to 
iuduce English weavers to come to 
America to work in the Hopedale mill. 

He offers a,s corroborative evidence a 
letter from one (». II. Fletcher, which does 
not corroborate his statement, as will be 
seen if it is carefully read. 

I now produce ullidavlts from Mr. Lap- 
worth himself and Mr. Osgood, who was 
Treasurer of the Elastic Fabric Company 
at the time of the so-called strike (which 
included only about a dozen men out of the 
hundreds employed here), which affidavits 
show conclusively that Mr. Lapwortli was 
not iu Englaud for more thun a year before 
and not for more than two years ufter this 
difficulty. 

Mr. Lapwortli further says that the first 
time he saw Mr. Fletcher, or knew of the 
mun, was when he applied for work at the 
factory in Hopedale In the summer of 18D0. 

Now, I demand again that Mr. Williams 
retract the statement which tie has made 
iu regard to this matter without sufficient 
investigation. 

I will also give him opportunity to re- 
tract, if he desires, his statement made in 
his Milford speech that no wage earner 


brothers, my sons nnd myself ami the cor- 
porations in which we arc Interested, the 
number so owned in Hopedale Is 8i». 

The number owned by our waze earners 
is .'55, nnd the number owned by retired 
wage earners or heirs of wago earners Is 
1(5, making .51 In all. 

The number owned by other parties is 0/5, 
making 2/53 in all. 

The so-called strike In the elastic weh 
factory which Mr. Williams has used to 
holster up his pretence that I am paying 
“starvation wages" to workingmen, only 
covered at most one-tenth of the employe* 
of the elnstic weh factory, nnd less than 
one fiftieth of tho workers employed In the 
Hopedale mills. 

It wns occasioned by the Introduction of 
Improved machines advancing largely the 
product per working hour. With this 
mechanical advantage there was a reduc- 
tion In pny for piece work, but our pay rolls 
show that the actual averngo per man is 
to-day $15.04 per week. If these are "starva- 
tion wages" it would he of Interest to know 
what Mr, Williams would term the wages 
in like factories abroad, nv raging less 
thnn one-half as much. Yet it Is to unre- 
stricted competition with these wage earn- 
ers that he is now inviting tho men In our 
mills and the workingmen of the Eleventh 
District. W. F, Draper. 

I certify that since my connection with 
the Hopedale Elnstic Fabric Company I 
have visited England only twice. First, I 
went in February, 1887, to purchase ma- 
chinery while the factory wns being built, 
nnd returned in April, 1887. 

The second time I went in January, 1802, 
and returned in March, 1802, nnd on neither 
of these visits did I solicit any help to 
come to Hopedale. I never saw or commu- 
nicated with Mr. Fletcher, whose letter 
Mr. William* printed, in England, nnd the 
first time I ever met him was when he ap- 
plied for work at our factory in Hopednle 
in the summer of 1800. The so-called diffi- 
culty In our factory was near the end of 
1888, on a smnll number of looms.

THE COMING ELECTION. 


TnE election next Tuosday has at last 
aroused a good deal of interest, aud as 
osual in the last days of the contest both 
sides are claiming everything in sight, 
and professing a confidence they would 
be very happy to feel. Whatever the re 
ault, it will not much surprise the majori- 
ty, as there has been no general election 
in years in which there wore so many 
doubtful states. 

There is a good deal of couscientious 
thinking done among the voters, aud the 
politicians on both sides are disgusted 
•with the increasing number of men who 
•are not owned by either party, as can bo 
seen by the utterances of the Boston 
Journal on one side aud Senator Hill on 
the other. 

In this state no matter which party 
wins we shall have an excellent governor, 
but it will be a matter for surprise if the 
Hepublican Presidential ticket does not 
pull through the entire state ticket, as it 
always has done in the past, by a sub- 
stantial majority. The Australian 
ballot and the great popularity of Gov. 
Hassell make the result for Governor 
in doubt, although no one seems to feel 
any doubt of the success of the rest of 
the Republican state ticket. 

As for Congressmen, the great storm 
centre seems to be in the Eleventh Dis- 
trict, where the contest has been an un- 
usually lively one and the two contestants 
have tried to reach every voter in their 
nightly speeches. The District was in- 
tended when laid out, to be as safely Re- 
publican as it could easily be made, but 
Comrressman Williams is a born fighter, 
aud bis independent course in the last 
Congress, where he fought so valiautly 
for a souud currency, and his pointed and 
eloquent speeches on the stump have 
pleased the voters so that it is conceded 
that the contest will be a very close one. 
The reputation Congressman Williams 
made in Congress, and the fact that Gen. 
Draper is one of the leading supporters 
of the McKinley policy in this state, 
Lave given something of national im- 
portance to the Eleventh district, while 
•the other congressional contests in the 
state are more of a local affair. 

Newton is not particularly interested 
this year in the other district contests, 
save in that for Councillor, and it ought 
to endorse Mr. J. R. Leeson by a unani- 
mous vote, as be is one of the most 
public spirited and respected citizens wo 
liave, and for the office of Councillor the 
character of the mau is of much more 
importance thau his views on national 
^politics. 

For Representative there is little 
• doubt but that Messrs. Chester aud Esta- 
•‘brooks will be elected by good majori- 
ties, although the fact that only oue 
Democratic candidate was nominated as- 
sures Mr. Samuel Shaw of a respectable 
vote. 


.WARD ONE'S ALDERMAN. 


>_i pppeais that theie is to l*e a contest 
•over the alderman from Ward One. 
.'Many of the residents on the north side 
<of the track think that that section 
-should be represented iu the board of 
aldermen, and that its iuteiests would 
be better taken care of were it represent- 
ed by some mau who has a direct 
■pcrsoual interest in the section. They 
•ay that for a good mauy years both of 
>the aldermen from Wards Oue and Seven 
(have come from the south side of the 
track, aud that the interests of that sec- 
tion are so identical that the Ward Seven 
alderman would care for it as well as any 
one from Ward Oue. These gentlemen 
are talking of presenting the name of 
Mr. D. R. Emerson, who owns a great 
•deal of property on the north side, aud 
is acknowledged to be oue of the most 
■successful business men of Boston. Mr. 
Emerson has long been identified with 
Newton, aud it is encouraging to see 1 
•men of his position and wealth willing 
•to recognize the duty that every citizen 
owes to Newton, and to do his part iu 
Qookiug after the interests of the city. 

' There is also said to be a movement iu 
Nouantuin in favor of Couucilmau Foik- 
nall, and the claim is made that the Re- 
publican caucus has been “fixed’’ for his 
.nomination, but mauy tax-payers feel that 
ibeir interests would be safer iu the bauds 
o/an alder mau who had a direct personal 
.interest in the prosperity of Newtou, iu 
•having the city business economically ad- 
ministered, aud the tax -rate kept within 
moderate limits. Aldertuau Collin also 
lias many friends who would like to see 
him returned, aud there is a prospect of 
3A three cornered contest. 


The aldermen held an executive ses- 
•irou, Monday night, ’over.the appoint- 


ment of n commission to examine into 
the abolition of grade crossings, and re- 
port in regard to the cost and feasibility 
o^ all the plans that have boon presented. 
No definite action was taken but it is 
certain that tho proper order will be 
passed, authorizing Mayor Hibbard to 
appoint such a commission. It will be 
composed of three engineer*, of whom 
Engineer Noyes will be one, and they 
will be instructed to mako a thorough 
and impartial examination, of the cost 
of each plan, the advantages and dis- 
advantages, and all other questions re- 
lating to tho matter. Tho engineers to 
be selected will be men of such high 
standing that their report will be ac- 
cepted without question, and this cer- 
tainly appears to be the best way out of 
the controversy. It is probable that tho 
investigation will tako at least six 
months, so that tho decision of tho 
question will be postponed to another 
year. 

ANOTHER name has been presented for 
the mayoralty, this week, that of Aldor- 
man Wilson of West Newton. It is urged 
in his favor that he is a very shrewd and 
successful business mau, and would bo 
likely to give the city an economical and 
business-like administration. Ilis friends 
also say, that as he has been a member 
of tho sower, highway and finance com- 
mittee, he is thoroughly familiar with 
city affairs, and West Newton people 
think that it is about time the mayor 
camo from their ward, iustend of being 
confined to two or throe wards. This 
makes three men who have been promi- 
nently mentioned for the place, ex-Alder- 
man Fonno, Aldermen Wilson and Har- 
bach. If Mr. Wilson should make any 
effort it is said that he could easily 
secure the Republican nomination, as ho 
is au inlluenti.il member of the Republi- 
can Ward and City Committee and would 
probably have the cordial support of all 
the other members. 

Two other names have been mentioned 
since the foregoing was written, thoso of 
Mr. C. S. Keene aud ex Aldermau N. H. 
Chadwick, both of Ward Two. 

It is said that if Mr. Chadwick would 
accept he would have the nomination of 
both parties.

Is M. Pasteur really about to try ex- 
periments in choli-ra 011 human beings? 
It looks very like it. He has told the 
correspondent that he has tried ' 'choleraic 
vaccine” on animals, and has found that 
it completely protects them against true 
choleraic virus when introduced into the 
intestines. The virus caused “a real 
center of intestinal disorder,” but did 
not cause death. The experiments, how- 
ever, are unsatisfactory, inasmuch as 
the effect on men and nninmls may not 
be the same, and although the vaccine 
has l»ecn tried on men, who hnve conse- 
quently escaped the disease, even M. 
Pasteur shrinks from introducing into 
them the true choleraic virus. Still 
science cannot be content without that 
introduction, and after failing to in- 
duce a Russian prince to try the experi- 
ment M. Pasteur has asked Prince 
Damrong of Siifm, a great admirer, to 
“vaccinate a portion of tho inhabitants 
in 801110 of the villages, and so submit 
the whole question to a fair scientific 
inquiry,” so ng “to ascertain whether 
choleraic vaccine introduced under the 
skin is a protection agninst intestinal 
cholera.” 

Clearly, the Siamese villagers are to 
be tested in some more perfect way than 
Frenchmen would bear, and the addi- 
tional way is obviously tho introduction 
of the intestinal virus. At least, if it is 
not, M. Pasteur lias done himself a great 
injustice, or Buffered one from M. de 
Blowitz. We rather fancy that Prince 
Damrong will shrink from the experi- 
ment on villagers, as he might rouse a 
rebellion; but he may try it u A n crim- 
inals, and in this case, if the experiment 
fails, M. Pasteur may have a good many 
deaths upon his conscience. Intellectual 
curiosity seems, however, to suppress 
that organ.— London Spectator. 


French Mnstma in 1’olltlcn. 

The Freemasons have resolved to take 
a more energetic part in politics. At 
the last assembly in the ball of the grand 
orient of France the conduct of certain 
members was discussed who had shown 
a disposition to act with the Clericals. 
Masonic deputies were censured for vot- 
ing endowments to church institutions. 
There were several protests, some con- 
tending that it was too soon to insist 
upon the separation of church and state, 
as that would make the Radical party 
unpopular. These protests were hooted 
down, aud several Masons thereupon re- 
tired from the order. Carried on by this 
same spirit the Masons passed a resolu- 
tion to vote for all reforms “necessary 
for the final evolution of the republic,” 
for the separation of church and state, 
for the suppression of the public worship 
system and of the embassy to the Vati- 
can, and that each Mason should have a 
civil funeral. 

There was a general insistance upon 
the complete secularization of every 
public institution, the removal of reli- 
gious emblems from every court house 
and street corner, and the suppression of 
chaplaincies in barracks, ships, prisons 
and hospitals. — Paris Letter. 


Wliy Novelists I)o Not Write Plays. 

Ouida, lias contributed an article to 
the series being printed in the Pall Mall 
Gazette on the subject of why novelists 
do not write plays. She says that the 
French style allows a wider latitude in 
situations. A French audience appreci- 
ates an intellectual character and esprit 
of the play which an English audience 
finds unintelligible and tiresome. 

Ouida adds that if Racine and 
Moliere were alive they would write 
plays for Mounet Sully and the 
Coquelins. Were Shakespeare and 
Sheridan alive they would certainly 
write poems and novels. An audience 
capable of accepting Mary Andersoa as 
a tragic actress is incapable of knowing 
good from bad. English audiences are 
uncultured. With few exceptions Eng- 
lish actors and actresses act ill. They 
never merge themselves into the char- 
acter they represent. These, according 
to Ouida, are the reasons that have kept 
writers of eminence off the English 
stage since the days of Lyttou.

Tho following letters 
explain themselves. The first letter was 
written to the general secretary of the Weav- 
ers’ Union, Brighton mills, Camden, N. J. It 
was written during n striko against a reduc- 
tion in the wages of goring weavers from £1 
to $2.50 per hundred yards. Even the $3 rate 
is 85 cents less than the rate paid by all other 
goring manufacturers. General W. F. Drai>er 
is president of the Hopodalc company. 

The letter speaks for itself: 

Box 113, lioPEDALK, Mass., Feb. 18, 1891. 

Sir— I take the opportunity of writing you 
to i mi ui re if you intend doing anything In tho 
matter of the liopcdalu strikers. I came to 
t ids country last Juno from England, quite 
ignorant of any previous trouble in this shop. 
Mr. Lapworth held out such favorable induce- 
ments to me to bring my wife here and settle 
down that 1 accepted them. 1 stand here to- 
day boycotted from getting work in any gor- 
ing shop because I have worked here. 1 
worked at t lie Chelsea shop some years ago 
before I left for England on a visit, and at 
that time I belonged to the union. 1 am a 
unionist in principle, but I am i>erfectly un- 
able to help myself. Won’t you help usV 
There are at present live Englishmen here 
anxiously awniting further communication 
from you, and I trust yon will see lit to an- 
swer this, ns 1 can assure you that it is abso- 
lutely necessary that we get work at once. I 
should not have written you personally, but I 
have held out as long as I can. We liave been 
out one month, aim you know bow wo are 
situated. I enclose you a letter from Bridge- 
port showing the reeling of tho employers 
against the Hopedale men. There are four 
men gone to work at the reduced price, viz.: 
5% cents a yard for 5)4-in. terris, live leash. 
Hoping for your reply, stuting whether you 
projiose helping us or not, 1 remain, yours, etc.

Denied by Official Authority. 

This letter appeared in the Boston papers of 
Nov. 2: 

To the Editor of the 

Slit— Having seen in your columns a state- 
ment made by General W. F. Draper that tho 
average wages of his goring weavers was $15.44 
per week. I desire to challenge the statement 
and to ask General Drajier to furnish proofs 
and atlldavits from the goring weavers now in 
liis employ as to the truth of the same, which 
I deny. 

The goring weavers in the employ of the 
Hopedale Elastic Fabric company are today 
receiving 30 per cent, less per yard for the 
weaving of elastic goring than is paid by all 
other American manufacturers, and 1 chal- 
lenge General Draper or his superintendent to 
refute the statement. 

The liopcdalu company, before casting re- 
flections upon the statements of others, should 
be sure that its own are correct, and General 
Draper should lie willing to explain why the 
company of which he is president is not will- 
ing to pay an equal rate of wages with his 
competitors in the same line of busineas— uot 
iu England, but America.

HN-SKCRKTAKY FAIROA1LD AT WEST 
NEWTON. 

f The Democratic rally last Friday even 
ng filled City Ha l to the utmost-, and as 
many were turned away as could Ret in. 
Mr. Samuel Shaw presided and Concress- 
man Sherman Hoar mado the opening 
upeech and commenced by giving a his- 
tory of the silver fight in Congress. Mr. j 
Lodge, he said, voted for the iniquitous 
coinage measure. In 1802, with a Demo | 
c rati i' majority in the House, it was said 
that the ingenuous youths who went 
there from Massachusetts would get 
swallowed up. It was thought they 
would vote wrong on the silvor question, 
as had their Republican predecessor* 
from this state. The ingenuous youths, 
however, voted right, and the country 
was aronsod by the courage of your 
present congressman from this district — 
Hon George Fred Williams— who led in 
the act of revolt against free coinage. 

With a full knowledge of the two 
fights in Congress on the free coinnge 
question and the position taken by Mr. 

illiams and his Republican prede- 
cessors, in the hands of which set of 
men would you intrust your financial 
interests? In the hands of the men led 
by Congressman Williams, or in the 
hands of the mon who slumped, and 
who Gen. Draper desires to associate 
with? He then compared the attitude of 
the two presidential candidates ou the 
silver question, and called attention to 
the present iniquitous silver law which 
was recommended by President Harrison. 

Ex-Secretary Fairchild had an enthusi- 
astic reception. In opening he said : “I 
am here to-night to ask you to return to 
Congress a man who has done more to 
servo the country, to advance the cause 
of good government, to secure safety 
from impending dangers, than has any 
other in my knowledge in the same space 
of time in Congress. (Applause J He 
was most fortunate in his opportunities, 
and you are fortunate that yon gave him 
the opportunity. [Applause.] 

He then turned his attention to tho 
currency question, beginning with the 
well-known anti-silver attitude of the 
Cleveland Administration, which pre- 
served the currency from danger for four 
years, till the time when President 
Harrison was inaugurated, and tho silver 
men compelled the passage of a law for 
the purchase by the government of the 
entire silver product of the country, 
which was called a compromise 
measure and signed by President Harri- 
son. Why, be asked, was n compromise 
measure needed, if Mr. narrison yvas 
opposed to free silver. lie also edited 
attention to President Cleveland’s stand 
for honest currency, the opposition ho 
nad encountered because of it, which 
was in marked contrast with tho course 
of Mr. Harrison, and still more marked 
coutrast to that of Mr. McKinley, and 
closed by saying: 

Now, I submit that, in contrast with 
shiftiness upon this great qut st ion. this 
willingness to play with fire which the 
Republican paity has shown, in the mere 
hope of getting a few votes thereby, the 
action of the Democratic party, through 
its representatives fresh from the masses 
of that party, ought to give hope and 
confidence to all business interests, should 
the Democratic party be again intrusted 
with the government under present 
conditions. 

Foremost among those who stood for 
sound currency was your member of Con- 
gross, Mr. Williams. It must be obvious 
to every one that after bis record upon 
this subject nothing which you people in 
this congressional district can do will 
more tend to secure soundness of curren- 
cy and safety from all dangerous legisla- 
tion than will the return in this election 
to Congress of Mr. Williams, who has 
rendered such distinguished and invalu- 
able services to the country in this re* 
gard. 

It is as certain as any future event can 
be that the House of Representatives will 
again be strongly Democratic, and it 
must be patent to every one in this con- 
gressional district that nothing can so 
promote good legislation upon currency 
matters at least, as the strengthening of 
the sound conservative men in Congress 
on the Democratic side as the return of 
such men as George Fred Williams and 
his Democratic colleagues from the state 
of Massachusetts.

TO NEWTON REPUBLICANS. 


HON. IIENRY CAROT LODGE, OEN. DRAPER 
AND CANDIDATE WOLCOTT TA1.K 
POLITICS. 

The Republicans of Newton held two 
big j allies Saturday night, ono in tho 
City Hall, West Newton, and the other 
in Associates Hall, Newton Centre. Col. 
E. H. Haskell presided at the latter 
meeting, and between the speeches cam- 
paign songs were rendered by the Brook- 
line Glee Club. Tho opening address 
was given by Gen. William F. Draper. 

He said, among other things, that the 
Democratic speakers are now heaping 
abuse upon the manufacturers. You 
would think that they were engaged in a 
nefarious business. It is an attempt to 
excite class against class. I think the 
people, however, are too intelligent to 
heed such appeals. It is a known fact, 
despite all their talk, that manufacurers 
here, under protection, are paying their 
employes living wages, and they are, 
after all, not the most undesirable 
element in the community. 

Following Gen. Draper, Hon. Henry 
Cabot Lodge was introduced as the next 
senator from Massachusetts. He was 
given an ovation. He spoke on the bank 
tax repeal plank in the Democratic plat- 
form, saying that the Democratic party 
want to replace the national bank 
system with the state bank system. The 
plank, he said, was put in the Demo- 
cratic platform as a bid for votes, and in 
that, lies the greater danger. The

COMMITTED TO FREE COINAGE. 

They passed it by their last national con- 
vention, and in order to appease the dis- 
satisfied ones, they have suggested a re- 
turn to the state bank system. State 
banks mean paper inflation. Imagine 
the panic of 1837 increased a hundred- 
fold, and you can picture what the 
restoration of this system may mean. 
There is one single man, however, who 
is capable of being a barrier against all 
these assaults upon our currency. As 
long as Benjamin Harrison is President 
no state bank or free silver coinage bills 
will ever go into the White House and 
come out alive.

Turning to the tariff issue, Mr. Lodge 
said: “The position of the Democratic 
party on the tariff is defined beyond all 
doubt; it declares for free trade. It says 
we have no power to protect our people 
or discriminate against other nations.

Boston’s Literary Prestige. 

Miss Louise Imogen Guiuey writes as 
follows to the Sunday Globe, in answer 
to the question “Is Boston’s literary 
prestige gone?” 

“If we have grown so conscious as to 
care at all whether Boston be, or be not, 
her old crowned 6elf in the realm of 
American letters, we offer some very 
good collateral evidence that her day is 
indeed over. It is greatly to bo feared 
that the gentle reader possesses the land, 
and has himself caught the trick of 
“making beautiful English;” and the 
author has somehow begun to emigrate. 

It is not that literary cant kills off 
literary worth, but that literary cant can 
hardly arise in an atmosphere of real 
greatness. The late contagion of Theo- 
sophy and golden Socialism, and the 
painful precieuses of the Browning clubs 
in tho once restful city of Prescott, 
Emerson and Lowell, “speaks out loud 
and bold” that this generation, misled by 
its unfortunate miscellaneous informa- 
tion, is determined to be truly intellectu- 
al, and to live up to the ideal of the place 
rightly impressed upon the thinking 
world some fifty years ago. 

Fashion, as Hazlijt says in his dowu- 
right way, “is gentility running away 
from vulgarity, aud afraid of beiDg over- 
taken by it” So with literature: It 
must lead; it cannot march abreast with 
the odes, essays and orations of every- 
body in general, and with the over ap- 
preciation of its own by a too intelligent 
public. The Boston of today is like the 
darling bathing-pool in tho Welsh 
mountain stream, which Clough was so 
shy of naming in his hexameters, 

“lest tho inquisitive tourist 

Hunt it Slid make it a lion, and get it at last in 
the guide-books.” 

We have verily got iuto the guide-books; 
and the poetry of the spot is, therefore, 
mysteriously gone. Wo are having a 
sort of Florentine decadence, almost as 
curious and amusing. All tho little 
birds of brains are waveriim their little 
wings on the little trees, and tho few be- 
lated eagles wheel heavily, one by one, 
into upper air. And tho poor town her- 
self, as a physical sign of n mental change 
has forsworn her sweet and somewhat 
villageous character, an.l is now as 
swaggering aud disproportionate as 
needs be. Tho harmonious outlines of 
her dome-topped hill and seaward streets 
exist no more; and the whiz ot rapid 
transit is as had as persecution and the 
stake to her yet surviving muse. ’

LITERARY NOTES. 

Abraham Lincoln, the Story of a Great 
Life, is the simple title of probably the 
most intimate life of Lincolu ever written. 
This book, by Lincoln’s law-partner, 
William 11. Ilerndou, and his frieud 
Jesse W. Wetk, shows us Lincoln the 
man. It is a true picture of his surround- 
ings and infiuences and acts. Is is not an 
attempt to construct a political history, 
with Liucoln ofteu iu tho background, 
nor is it an effort to apotheosize the 
American who stands first in our history 
next to Washington. The writers knew 
Lincolu intimately. Their book is the 
result of unreserved association. There 
is no attempt to portray the man as other 
than he really wap, and ou this account 
their frank testimony must bo accepted, 
and their biography must take perma- 
nent rank as tLo best aud most illuminat- 
ing study of Lincoln’s character aud 
personality. Their story, simply told, 
relieved by characteristic anecdotes and 
vivid with local color, will bo found a 
fascinatiug work. It has been thorough- 
ly revised, aud this new edition will be 
published by D. Appleton & Co. in two 
volumes, with an introduction by Horace 
White, and with new illustrations. 

Messrs. D. Appleton & Co. will publish 
immediately a striking volume by W. H. 
Davenport-Adams, entitled Warriors of 
tbe Crescent. This story of Oriental 
magnificence, of glittering campaigns, 
fatalistic heroism, and the pillage of the 
marvelous riohes of India, by the Sultans 
of Ghazni and their followers, comes to 
the reader like new tales of the Arabian 
Nights. Here we may read the exploits 
of Mahmud, Timur the Tartar, aud the 
Great Moguls. It is a splendid but little 
known ohapter of history, and Mr. 
Adams'a graphic, vivid style clothes 
historys with the garb of romance. Many 
who read the dazzling records of Shah 
Juhan, The True Star of tbe Faith, or 
Auranyzib, the Conqueror of the Uni- 
verse, will find a new world opened to 
them in these pictures of maguificent 
Oriental despotism. This volume will 
be uniform with Pictures from Roman 
Life and Story (Illustrated), by Prof. A. 
J. Church, who has added a book of re- 
markable interest and permanent merit 
to his sketches of Roman civilization. 


BOOKS AND MAGAZINES. 

THE ATLANTIC. 

Mr. George Edward Woodborry has 
an admirable paper on John Greenleaf 
Whittier, in the November Atlantic and 
Dr. Holmes has contributed a poem iu 
his memory. Elizabeth Stuart Phelps 
has also a touching poem on Whittier, 
which was written ns ho lay dying. 

Au installment of Mrs. Deland’s “Story 
of a Child” is given. Mr. W. Henry 
Winslow contributes a paper on Mr. 
Jolley Allen, a Revolutionary worthy, aud 
Dr. Hale’s paper, in his series on “A New 
England Boyhood,” is devoted to social 
relations, and gives au iutei eating account 
of his religious training at the Brattle 
Street Church. Ho also sketohes the 
lecture system, tea-parties, aud the fire 
department of old Boatou days. A short 
story in two parts by Margaret Collier 
Graham, called “The Withrow Water 
Right;” ohapiers of Mr. Crawford’s “Dou 
Orsino;” an able unsigned political essay 
on “The Two Programs of 1892;” a paper 
by Samuel W. Dike, ou “Sociology iu the 
Higher Education of women;” a paper 
ou Breton Folk-Songs, by Theodore 
Bacon, with translations; aud a poem by 
Lizette Woodworth Reese, are among the 
other attractions of the uutnber. Hough- 
ton, Mifiliu & Co., Bostou. 

THE DEHKKI.KYS. 

“The Berkeleys and their Neighbors” 
form a very luterestiug community in a 
rural neighborhood in Yirgiuia. They 
are trying to accommodate themselves to 
their new position after the war, aud 
this gives occasion for some very natbetio 
as well as amusing character sketches. 


M ss Molly Elliott Seaweil appears to 

have caught the very spirit of the place 
and as the author tells up at the begin- 
ning “They were gentlepeople tinged 
wiih rus icity,” that is, all but the 
Colonel and hia spirited daughter, and 
tho artificial Madame Roller, with her 
cosmopolitan lover. They still make a 
boast of their ancient lineage, aud their 
pride in old Virginia. It, is a very 
pleasant story and the hero develops in- 
to one of the leaders of Congress, and 
the story ends happily. Applitons’ 
Town ana Country Library. 

IN OLD ST. STEPHEN’S 
is another Southern novel, by a new 
writer. Miss Jeanic Drake, and she 
shows a great deal of promise by the 
skilful use of her materials. The scene 
is laid in South Carolina, in the early 
days of that stale, when the sons of the 
rich planters were sent to Oxford and 
Cambridge to complete their education, 
and life flowed on peacefully but with a 
great deal of state and ceremony. The 
characters are well drawn and some of 
them become very real personages, be- 
fore tlie rcadpr gets far into the book. 
The pathos of the book ia very well 
managed and it is one of the best of Ap- 
pletons’ Town and Country Library. 

THE FORUM FOR XOVBMUER. 

In the Forum for November w ill be foui d 
two articles by prominent Euglish writers : 
Sir Thomas H, Farrar, lor many years 
Secretary of tho English Board of Trade, | 
who explains the several English views 
of the McKinley tariff and its effect upon 
British exports; nnd Lord Masham, 
President of tho Fair Trade Club and the 
largest textile manufacturer in Great 
BritiaD, gives the reasons why the pre- 
sent policy of England should be changed ! 
to a protetcive policy, arguing that Eng- I 
land has not profited by free trade. A 
unique contribution to the political cam- 
paign is a group of eight short papers 
entitled “For Whom 1 Shall Vote and ' 
Why,” by eight promiuent men who are 
not actively identified with politics. Of 
a semi-political nature also is a group of 
two papers on “Our Failure in Municl- I 
pal Government” — otio by Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain, the English political leader 
who compares the cost of the municipal 
government of Birmingham, England, | 
with tho cost of the municipal govern- 
ment of Bostou. These two cities are 
about the same size, but Boston’s govern- ! 
ment costs about five times ns much as 
Birmingham’s. The other article is by 
Mr. Charles Francis Adams, who writes j 
of the lessons from the municipal ex- 
perience of the historic town of Quincy, 
Massachusetts. 

The series of educational articles aboi t 
our public school system by Dr. J. M. 
Rice, is this month devoted to the schools 
of Buffalo and Cincinnati. Other aiticles 
in this number which give it unusual 
variety are “A New Impulse to au Old 
Gospel,” by Jane Adams, one of the 
founders of Hull House, Chicago; “What 
We Really Know About Mars," by Prof.

MR. GARDINER EXPLAINS. 

“TItKY 1IOT11 WEttK ltldltT AND ItOTII 
WERE WRONG.” 

Nov. 0, 1802. 

To the Editor of the Newton Graphic: 

1 am sorry to intrudo on your apnee 
again, but when 1 have been licensed of 
lying, I cannot remain silent. In your 
issue of October 28, I stated tho facts in 
rogard to tho responsibility for the ap- 
pointment of Unltod States Supervisors 
in Newton. Whnt I stated was true in 
form and substanoo regarding the Super- 
visors, and true in substance, though it 
turns out not to have boon literally cor- 
rect in form, in regard to the Marshals. 
I repeat from my previous lot tor the fol- 
lowing;— "A prominent Domoorat in 
Ward B was anxious to have thoso officers 
appointed, and asked a republican to 
join him in signing the petition. Tho 
Republican came to me and 1 did my 
best to dissuade him, aud thought I had 
succeeded, but his Democratic friend 
dually induced him to sign the potition 
on the ground that it would do nobody 
any harm.” That petition, signed by 
this Democrat and bis friend, was filed 
and Supervisors appointed in accordance 
with it. I wrote my letter for the 
purpose of stating these facts, aud when 
I wrote my letter I was thinking ouly of 
Supervisors. Tho heading “Deputy 
Marshals” to my letter you woro re- 
sponsible for, and uot I. Tho Supervisors 
were appointed, aud Mr. George F. Wil- 
liams of Newtonville was designated as 
Chairman. lie received a letter from 
.lodge Hallett, the Chief Supervisor, toll- 
ing him that it was customary to have 
United States Marshals to aid tho Super- 
visors, and enclosing a petition for their 
appointment, asking him to secure the 
signatures of two eftizeus of good stand- 
ing. This letter from Judge Hallett was 
really a request, and uot an instruction, 
but Mr. Williams very naturally regarded 
it as an order from his superior officer, 
and accordingly asked tho first two cit - 
zeus of good standing whom he met to 
sigu the petition, and I understand that 
Messrs. Chadwick and Coxetor, who 
signed it, did so without inquiring be- 
yond the fact that they were told that it 
was a form necessary to be gone through. 
I knew nothing of Judge llalletl’s letter 
at the time it was written or received, 
nor until the appeareuce of Mr. Follett’s 
letter last week. I received notice from 
the United States Marshall asking me to 
nominate Deputy Marshals, and went 
over at once to his office to see if they 
could be dispensed with. 1 did not see 
him, but I found one of his deputies who 
told me that us a petition had been filed, 
it was necessary to appoint them. I 
supposed that this was the original peti- 
tion filed by tho two citizens of Ward 
Five for the Supervisors and that it in- 
cluded the Marshals also. It did sub- 
stantially include them, for if there had 
been no Supervisors asked for, there 
would have been no Marshals appointed. 
The ‘error that I committed was iu think- 
ing that this original petition covered the 
appointment of both Supervisors and 
Marshals. It did literally cover the Super- 
visors, and substantially covered the 
Marshals. I stated the truth, the whole 
truth and nothiug but the truth, so far 
as I knew it. My statement was for the 
most part literally correct, and 
substantially correct for the bal- 
ance. I did make a technical mistake. 
Then comes Mr. Follett, and with that 
chivalrous, even almost quixotic, desire 
for fair play which all who know him 
recognize as characteristic of his politi- 
cal warfare, he replies to my letter with- 
out saying a word about tbe Supervisors. 
Judging from bis letter, no one would 
suppose that I had mentioned a word 
about Supervisors or said anything ex- 
cept about Marshals. All reference to 
Supervisors, which formed the substance 
of my letter, and my statements in re- 
gard to which were absolutely correct, is 
carefully suppressed.

To the right of you, to tho left of you, to 
tho front of you in turn you scan. To 
the right, tho ample coat room with its 
lavatories and accessories. To the left, 
the reception room, the counterpart of 
that of tho ladies. I3u l before you and 
expanding to lofty proportions is tho 
main hallway of mnssivo oak, in tho 
center of which the blazing logs givo 
forth their genial warmth from tho 
ample hearth. Tho mantle with its 
glistening mirror reflects the grand stair- 
way with its wainscotted wall and 
polished rail. The oaken floor over- 
spread by a luxurious rug from distant 
orient, adds richness to the scene. 

On either side of tho chimney breast 
through nrehed doors the billiard room, 
tho pride of tho club, is seen. A spacious 
room of oak with massive seats and dais 
from which lovors of tho game can over- 
ook the numerous tables of Brunswick 
and Balkos superior workmanship. 
Small tables in this recess betoken light 
lunches and pleasant talks. The chimney 
breast of tile and oak is novel in tho ex- 
treme. Ilero a unique gift from an 
admirer, but not a member of the club, 
arrests your attention. High upon the 
chimney breast, guarded on either sido 
by blazing sconces dartiug from within 
the oaken panels, and sunken in tho 
central pauol, as if nbashed, a brass 
dialed clock with Arabic figures in re- 
lief silently marks off the hours. 

The library, the rival of the billiard 
room, is also on this floor. Oval in shape 
with fluted pillars of oak supporting 
massive beams, it attracts the eye of the 
aesthetic. A generous oval table sur- 
rounded with comfort in every leather 
chair and lounge, with luxurious rug 
beneath tho foot and electric lamps cast- 
ing a soft but powerful light over the 
whole, has charms for thoso of literary 
taste, in which tho club abounds. In 
this room liaug the most noted works of 
art tho club possess. One, “A Struggle 
on tho road” by Scott Leighton is so full 
of life in the muscular action of noble 
steeds, that you turn to seek in the other 
the peacefuluess betokened by its rosy 
light of early morn, but tho masterly 
hand of Halsall makes you seasick with 
tumultuous waters of such volume and 
vastness that like the reality, they fill 
you with awe of the Almighty. The 
saline breeze that fills the sails out- 
stretched beforo you, oxhilarates you 
and wafts you ulong to other scenes. 

Ascending the grand stairway by easy 
treads you discover a little nook ouening 
from the lauding, so quaint and cosy, 
you wonder the committeo are allowed 
to monopolize it. Looking upward, be- 
hold another hallway similar to tho one 
you have left behind you, fitted with a 
view to social intercourse. Here, too, a 
mirrored mantel of unique design, over- 
hanging a cherry hearth of ruddy glow 
tells of the sociability of this corpora- 
tion. Upon tho shelf a gilt and crystal 
clock, betraying its iuuor structure as 
some transparent insects betray their 
vital processes, peals forth the hour with 
the musical clangor of Cathedral bolls. 
Suspended in tho walls of the stair, huge 
stalactites give forth their light, while 
the panelled ceilings, studded here and 
there with opalescent stars, give a bril- 
liancy to all the surroundiugs, while a 
balcony overlooks the whole and the 
hallway and entrance below. Beyond 
this hall, on either side of the ample 
hearth, you pass to the geutlemen's cafe. 
A room finished in bulred white wood 
with buflot of the same knotted wood, 
offsetting tbe pillared mantle, with the 
club monogram gracefully carved upon 
its breast. Near at band are private 
dining roomB, where bachelor suppers 
will be in demand and all are connected 
with serving roomB, fitted with the latest 
conveniences necessary to the culinary 
art. 

Opening from this hall to the right are 
commodious card rooms, finished with 
wood, which makes each door a picture 
in itself. Here the tables for whist stand 
ready for a contest, which remind you of 
those bowling contests which also have 
won fame for tho Newtou participants. 
Descending through the main hall you 
follow tho sound of distant rumbling 
which tells you the foundation walls en- 
close the spaco for that favorite game. 
Four imposiug alleys looking in their 
solidity and smoothness as if carved from 
a single massive timber, greet your eyes 
ns you cast about for a seat among the 
spectators in one of the various alcoves. 
Here pews with graded elevation make 
every seat desirable. Tho electric lights 
have been well considered, causing a 
steady oven glow over tho entire alleys. 
With lavatories and lockers, spacious 
headroom uud perfected ruuways, tho 
apartment is complete. 

Connected with tho ladios entrance is 
a similar apartment with two alloys 
where small parties will congregate for 
an evouiugs recreation. Without upon 
the lawn the moon shows forth the courts 
for tenuis, while the shadows of the 
mighty elms bespeak inviting shade in 
sultry heat. 

The “Club” loses its forbidden aspect; 
you revel in its pleasures und its beauties.

Greek 1'lrntes. 




Recent declarations of iho Greek 
newspapers that a regular piratical or- 
ganization still survives in some of tho 
more out of the way parts of the Med- 
iterranean receive a certain amount of 
confirmation from the confessions of tw*o 
men arrested in the Pirieus on charges 
of piracy not long ago. The head- 
quarters of the band is snid to bo Aivali, 
and tw’o dozen ships are said to be en- 
gaged in tho business. Tho scene of 
their operations, it is further stated, is 
the coast of Asia Minor nnd the islands 
of the Archipelago, nnd by means of 
false papers the booty is landed in 
Greece free of duty. 

Cattle stealing is the chief part of the 
enterprise, but it is said that vessels are 
also attacked. Indeed the prisoners 
admit that a very short timo ago they, 
in company with others, attacked a 
Greek vessel on the coast of Ephesus, 
whose crew had gone nshore for wmter, 
killed tho captain, who had remained 
on board, carried off the cargo, consist- 
ing of fifteen oxen, and sold the beasts 
on the high seas. 

The plan of tho pirates was to rob 
outside of Greek waters, and within 
them to pose as honest merchants. That 
is why they have been able to practice 
their trade in security under the very 
eyes of the authorities. The piracy evi- 
dently has been on a small scale and of 
a most unromantic character, but the 
existence of it was unsuspected, and a 
thorough investigation 1ms been set on 
foot. — Detroit Free Press. 


Tlie Cholera .Scare In Finland. 

Abo town advertised for a cholera 
doctor, and offered a good salary. Not 
a single application wms received, al- 
though the place swarms with medical 
students. Helsingfors advertised in s 
similar way and had two applicants. 
Wherever you turn you hear advice to 
undergo no risk. One assures you that 
fruit must be avoided; another that you 
must keep your body w’ell protected by 
flannels, and a third advises only boiled 
water as both drink and food! As n 
matter of fact, most families have 
adopted strict measures in regard to eat- 
ing, although I can never think that the 
universal summer dish here, consisting 
of sour milk, with ginger nnd sugar, can 
be wholesome. We are all very careful 
not to catch a cold and to frequent 
baths. 

Outside Helsingfors are two large hos- 
pitals, with beds, nurses, medicine, am- 
bulances, etc., in perfect readiness, and 
there are besides to be disinfectant sta- 
tions, and a central medical depot in the 
middle of the town, where doctors are 
in attendance day and night. The rail- 
way officials have fitted up special hos- 
pital cars, which have a weird look, all 
in white, with a big red cross outside.- 
Helsingfors Cor. London News.

j AN Obi) SAILORS YARN 

| A STORY OF HARDSHIP AND DEATH 
IN THE ANTARCTIC OCEAN. 


A llnnt Crew of Si-v«-n Mon Left on nn 
Island mill Not Called For — Six of tho 
Unfortunate* Finally Font Their Liven. 

^ Some Idea of the Place. 

Captain Eldridge, of the steamer Cath- 

t rine Whiting, is one of those breezy, 
Id time tars who used to start off from 

t ome New England port in a sailing ves- 
el which would return only after a voy- 
lage of two or threo years. During those 
[lengthy and tempestuous bufferings with 
riie sea Captain Eldridge saw ranch that 
[was of interest. Some of this he has told 
[with a quaint marine candor worthy of 
[being exactly reproduced. He soys: 

I saw in The World where threo men 
Were left on an island in the Arctic. This 
reminds ino of a boat crew that was left on 
an island in the Antarctic ocean in 1871 by 
tho schooner Franklin, of New London, 
Captain James Holmes, master. They 
were landed on Cape Sheriff to kill what 
seals they could while tho schooner went 
on a prospecting voyage — that is to say. 
looking for rookeries or places where 
seals travel up on the beach to rear their 
young. 

| Well, they were to stay there until 
tho schooner returned, which would bo 
in ten days at most. So ten days’ pro- 
visions were giveu them, and when ten 
days had expired tho men did not know 
but the vessel was lost. So they took in 
their boat tho carcasses of seals and 
started for Potter’s cove, 250 miles away, 
where they expected to find the bark 
Nile, for it was expected she would sail 
on tho 15th day of March for New Lon- 
don. They arrived there on the 14th, nnd 
she had sailed on the 13th, as it appeared. 
Now what were they to do without 
clothes or fuel, no provisions or shelter, 
and a very, cold winter of nine long, 
dark months? As it is so far south the 
summer is short — say three months, and 
winter nine months — and summer is us 
L*old as our winter here, but lias the ad- 
vantage of being all day, while the win- 
ter is all night. They were in 03 degs. 
latitude, south. 

Well, tho season was so far gone that 
the few seals, or elephants, or other ani- 
mals that inhabit this part of the globe 
liad gone into tho sea for winter. But, 
liowever, they did manage to get a few 
eals nnd elephants and secured their 
>il, nnd on this they lived until spring. 
For a shelter they got an old try works 
which had been left there by some ship 
md covered tliis with snow to keep out 
what cold possible, and with snow for 
jlankets they lived the winter through. 

In tho spring they concluded to go 
back to Cape Sheriff and kill all the 
seals they could before tho vessels be- 
gan to arrive. Then they would make 
'Oiue bargain to take home the skins. 
So, without any provisions, they started 
back, but on going out tho straits they 
got jammed in the ice ami had to go 
jack over tho ice to Porter’s cove. They 
would haul their boat from one cake or 
block of ice to auother, nnd launch 
when necessary. Well, they got back 
it lust where they started from nearly 
lead from cold and exposure. 

But, however, another trial. Four re- 
fused to go, but three of them took an- 
other boat which had been left by some 
other ship and sturted again without 
my food, for there was none to be got 
it so early in the spring. Nevertheless 
they arrived then at Capo Sheriff. After- 
ward they killed 2,200 seals nnd spread 
their skins on the snow to keep them 
from heating, but what became of them 
will never bo known. It was supposed 
. hat they undertook to cross the 6traits, 
but could not manage the boat. How- 
over, they were lost. Now ubout those 
four that stayed at the Cove — 1 remem- 
ber two of their names, but have for- 
gotten the others. One was an Indian 
from Long Island, some place near Mon- 
tauk— his last name was Garby — and 
one by the name of James King, who 
was eventually the only survivor of the 
jeven, nnd his tale of suffering was ter- 
rible. He had to kill aud eat the other 
three men. They were nothing hilt 
ikin and bones anyway, and he could 
not have survived more than one day 
more had we not found him as we did. 

We buried the remains of tho others 
in the snow. King then went on board 
of the bark Nile, und from her he went 
on board of the schooner Z. P. Simons 
md came to New London, where he 
ailed from. He sued the company, but 
iually he gave it up und cleured out — no 
>ne knows where. 

Now, 1 will give you all the informa- 
tion I can as to why they were left there. 

It was late in- the season and the winds 
would not permit of the schooner getting j 
i tack to them. So 6ho sailed for home. ! 
I What are seven men’s lives to some men? j 
! Now, 1 will givo you some idea of tho 
I [dace. It is in from 01 to 03 degs. 6outli 
utitude and the lund is of volcanic 
>rigin, sprung up out of blue water and 
Hiding in tho clouds with thousands of 
feet of snow on top. The rocks are of 
soapstone appearance. There is not the 
tirst sign of vegetation on them — not 
veil moss will grow on the rocks. 

Yes, there is u Bign of vegetation; what 
s known as crimson snow. But if you J 
nke a handful and look at it without : 
he aid of a microscope you will see uoth- 
ug but a little red on the snow, but with 
i he aid of a microscope you can see the 
tine roots in the snow, tio it is a vegeta- 
ble. 

There are no shellfish on the rocks— it 
is i>erfect desolation. But iu the summer 
the birds of all kinds— that is, birds of 
high latitude — are here to breed their 
young. There are the Bea lieu, the Mother 
Jury’s chicken, which is found all over 
the world, and penguin, several sjiecies 
if them. Aud to. see these i>euguiu us 
tho march from their nests to the sea 
tmd back iu single file aud staudso erect! 
They do not fly. They have just merely 
ii small tin to swim with while iu the 
water. They just make a hole iu the 
mow, lay two eggs uud sit on them as 
any bird, right iu the snow. But nature 
provides a way out of all these scrapes, 
us it were. Their eggs are a gtxxj substi- 
tute for hen’s egg*,y^ T ew Yyffr Worlji

The three largo rattlesnakes that nt- 
tracted so much attention in the window 
of Joe Osgood's saloon are no longer 
there. Mil woo<h with the Robinson 
show, dropped into the saloon and 
wanted to bet ten dollars that he could 
take the rattlers ont of the window, 
handle them and return them safely. 
Mr. Osgood said that if they were once 
ont of the window he would not have 
them put back, and that Milwood could 
have them. Milwood entered the sal win 
and ripped the wire screen off the win- 
dow. In a minute there was not a man 
in the saloon excepting the snake charm- 
er and the proprietor, and the later was 
on top of the bar with a brass faucet 
in one hand nnd a hung starter in the 
other. Milwood picked up one of the 
snakes, taking hold of it near the mid- 
dle.

Cost of Cubllng. 

The navy department has issued a new 
table of cable rates of the world. A 
chart of tho world is published, ou 
which the submarine cables are indi- 
cated, with the principal communicat- 
ing land lines and the seacoast stations. 
Detailed maps are also given of the tele- 
graphic accommodations in Central 
America and the West Indies, in eastern 
Europe and in the Mediterranean coun 
tries. The tables of cable rates include 
the Atlantic cables, Cuba. Bahama, 
Bermuda, African, European, Asiatic 
and South American. 

It appears that it costs more to send 
messages to the West Indies than it does 
to places iu Africa. All the important 
places in Africa are now reached by 
telegraph, and you can sit in Gila Bend, 
A. T., and communicate with busi- 
ness men at Asaab for $1.81 per word. 
If you want to reach anybody in Vene- 
zuela from New York, it will cost $3.04 
per word, and then the message must go 
by mail from Quayaquil. 

The islands in the Pacific are now 
About the only places with which imme- 
diate communication by telegraph can- 
not be had. — Washington Letter. 


Mexican Kxcavatious. 

The Mexican government has recently 
been making some excavations in tho 
plaza of Tialtelolco, which have re- 
sulted in uncovering some very interest- 
ing remains of the ancient Aztecs. 
Three feet below the surface a white 
floor of cement was found. Three feet 
further down was another. Below that 
steps of terrace work painted blue were 
uncovered, forming a low pyramid ; be- 
neath this were crypts, containing hu- 
man bones and same relics. Among the 
latter were whistles of glazed pottery, a 
stone maskoid and a pottery stamp, in 
which appears the cross of Quetxalcoatl. I 

In another part of the excavations [ 
over 400 small idols or household gods 
were fouud, some representing the god- ! 
dess of water and others the moon. One 
tliousaud arrowheads of obsidian and i 
serpentine were unearthed. Many ar- ; 
tides used in the game of ball were also I 
excavated. A great many other interest- | 
ing relics of the aucieut Naliautl civili- 
zation were brought to light. — Boston 
Transcript.

COUNTING THE RETURNS. 


THE CITY ELECTION. 

Now that national politics are out of 
the way citizens of Newton will haye 
time to turn their attention to the com- 
ing city election, which affects every 
taxpayer more nearly than any of the 
questions involved in the late contest. 
Wo are all interested in having an eco- 
nominica! aud efficient city government, 
and iu placing the best men to be had in 
charge of city affairs. 

The mayoralty questiou is a very im- 
portant one, as so much responsibility is 
placed upon the mayor, aud the experi- 
ence of the last two years has shown 
what a practical business man can accom- 
plish iu that office. Several names have 
been proposed, and ex-Alderman Fenno 
and Chadwick and Alderman Wilson 
have all many of the qualities and experi- 
ence which would enable them to make 
excellent heads of the city government 
of Newton, but so far public opinion 
seems to have settled in favor of no par- 
ticular candidate. 

Aldermau Harbacli was at one time re 
garded as the next Ropublicau nominee 
but it is now doubted whether he could 
get votes enough to get the nomination, 
and the Republican leaders are said to 
be auxious to unite with the Citizens 
upon some candidate who would be ac 
ceptablo to both parties, and whose fit- 
ness could not be disputed. As we are 
all interested iu the welfare of the city, j 
such a result ought not to be difficult of : 
accomplishment. A warm coutest over j 
the office would furnish fun foi the boys, 
but it serves no good purpose and there 
will be coutests enough over the mem 
bers of the city council to make the 
.election interesting. 

The time is short for the selection of 
candidates, and it is rather remarkable 
that wo have come to within a month of 
the election without auy deliuite candi- 
date being advauoed by either party, al- 
though ex-Alderman Fenuo has received 
the must popular mention, ami would 
have little difficulty iu securing the 
nomiuattou if he desired to make any 
effott to obtain it. 

Possibly something may come out of 
the movement iu favor of a candidate 
from Ward Three, which is remarkable 
for the modesty of its leading citizeus. 
The ward has uever had a mayor, chiefiy 
for this teason, and at the present time 
ex-Alderman Luke has been assured that 
he could have the uomiuatiou of both 
.partie.s it tie would accept, aud a good 
deal of pressure has been brought to bear 
upon bin 1 , but so far be refuses to enter- 
tain the idea, on account of bis business 
dutits. Alderman Wilson is also said to 
be unwilliog to accept the responsibility. 

Theie lias been the usual talk about ex- 
Aldermen Johnson aud Uollis, but both 
hive refused the honor so many times 
that theie is no hope of their accepting 
it this year. Perhaps auotber week wil 
see the campaign in more definite shape 


The task of couuting the returns under 
the Australian ballot law is not an easy 
one, and it was seven o'clock Wednesday 
morning before the last precinct in New- 
ton was heard from at City Hall. This 
unfortunate preciuct was tho one located 
in the new structure on Waban Park, 
which seomed to have a paralyzing effect 
upon the counters. Ward Three, 
although it has been divided into two 
precincts, strove hard to keep up its old 
reputation of having the slowest 
counters in the city, and came in second 
this yoar, both precincts being very late, 
and oue of them coming iu only a short 
time berore Ward Oue. 

The Lower Falls precinct was the first 
oue to bo beard front, coming iu about 0 
o’clock, and tbe others straggled in be- 
tween twelve and three the next morn- 
ing. 

The delay shows the wisdom of hav- 
ing an amendment to tho law which 
would allow’ of the ballots beiug counted 
during election day, with proper safe- 
guards, and such au amendment is likely 
to be adopted iu tbe near future. 

The job of serving as an election ofticer 
is not such an “soft snap” as it was, 
with the prospect of beiug kept at work 
all night. 

Election uigbt rumors wore plentiful 
and amusing, the result iu Massachu- 
setts and tbe nation being confidently 
announced several times betore mid- 
night, aud many good party men went 
home and to bed in a very serene frame 
of miud, only to wake up uext morning 
to discover that nothing was decided, 
aud hardly enough facts given iu tbe 
morning papers to base a guess upou. 
This is a great country aud its extent is 
hardly realized until one discovers bow 
many states must be beard from before 
tbe result can be known with absolute 
certaiuty. 


THE GRADE CROSSINGS. 


An order was presented in tbe board 
of aldermen, Monday evening, iu which 
all tbe people are directly interested. 
Aldermau Sheppard presented oue form 
of tbe order, to have the commission of 
engineers to be appointed investigate 
t .lie sn-cnlled Langford plan, aud also tbe 
elevating of the tracks, aud tbe depres- 

• don of the same, so that tbe three means 
of doing away with grade crossings could 
be thoroughly investigated. 

Aldeiman Harbacli presented a sub- 
stitute order, giving no definite work for 
the commission to do, aud appropriating 
$7,000 to pay their expenses. He ex- 
plained that his purpose iu off'eriug the 
order was to scare the people who 
wanted such au investigation, by statiug 
tbe great sum it would cost. We do uot 
believe, however, that the people of 
Newton ure so easily scared, m that they 
would object to speudiug 910,000 to fiud 
out the best method of dealing with this 
problem. 

ilete is au undertaking involving a 
million dollars, more or less, and oue 
that wi I have a direct effect on the future 
prosperity of the city, as well as on the 
comfoit <»f every citizen who has to use 
lie railioad. We might rush into the 
business blindfold, adopt any plan that 
happened to strike our fancy, and 
obstinately insist upon that in face of all 
opposition, aud so save the cost of the 
commission aud probably expend a 
dozen times more than would be needed 
if u capable commission bud studied the 
matter carefully. 

That is oue way aud some might call it 
tbe economical way, but it would be a 
very short-sighted aud pcuuy-wise policy, 
aud the citizeus generally would prefer 


HOSPITAL SUNDAY. 

Nov. 2Utb, this year is Hospital Sunday 
iu Newton. The liuauce commitUe 
ask for $ 10,000 from tbe churches, and 
although this amount is far beyond what 
has ever beeu given yet iu any oue offer- 
ing by tbe churches it can be raised if a 
vigorous effort is made. Tbe Hospital 
has never beeu in such a prosperous con- 
dition as now. All its affairs are man- 
aged with perfect harmony, there being 
not a trace of tbe old differences left. A 
gift of $ 12,000 has just been made by two 
citizens, Messrs Pratt ami Converse, for 
tbe Nurses" Home, and the accommoda- 
tions are tuxed to tbe utmost to meet 
tbe demands made day by day for ad- 
mission. 

Every citizen of Newton, rich aud 
poor, should be interested iu tbe pros- 
perity of this iustitutiou which has been 
uot ouly a pioneer in its especial line, 
but bus steadily kept itself at the front 
in all improvements. Its fame has gone 
far and wide, aud it has beeu a source of 
benefit to hundreds of our people who 
availed themselves of its kindly shelter 
aud care. When it began un one dreamed 
that it would ever grow as it has grown, 
but here it is with a splendid school for 
nurses, completely equipped contagious 
wards, aud with quarters for the recep- 
tion of about forty patients at a time. 
Frequently every bed in the ntaiu wards 
is occupied, and recently patients were 
placed on lounges, there not being beds 
enough. We bespeak tbe largest gener- 
osity from a generous commuuity. 
Those who have hitherto beeu conteut 
to give five dollars should make it ton, 
and those who have given a hundred 
should give two. The time too lias come 
for some large gifts of thousands, and it 
would be au occasion of great rejoioiug 
if, when the collections are all gathered 
iu this year, there would be found some 
very big checks towards the endowment. 


Gk.v. Draper's majority in this dis- 
trict is something of a surprise, although 
the district was cut out to bo safoly Re- 
publican. By the defeat of Mr. Wil- 
liams the district loses a man whose 
ability made him one of tho loadors in 
Congress nnd who has mado a national 
reputation in his first session. In Gen. 
Drapor it gets an amiable gentleman of 
great wealth, who will probably bo a 
worthy successor of tho men by whom 
this district has usually beon repre- 
sented, but who have seldom boon heard 
of after getting to Washington. They 
have boon safe legislators, but they have 
not been tbe kind of men whom Massa- 
chusetts sent to Washington when she 
exercised a commanding influence on tbe 
affairs of the nation. Mr. Williams him- 
self is partly to blame for his defeat as 
in his speeches be showed an outspoken 
frankness that offended tbe prejudices 
of many peoplo and lost him votes. A 
good deal of money was used in tbe con- 
test and Gen. Draper bad in this respect 
a great advantage over Mr. Williams. 


Mr. Gardiner replies to Mr. Follott in 
another column, and the controversy be- 
tween them reminds one of tbe story in 
the old reading books about tbe chame- 
leon. Tho first lettors of each were strict- 
ly true, ns far as they went, but before 
election, discreet politicians do not foel 
called upou to tell all tho truth. Tbe 
letter of Mr. Gardiner shows that bo was 
shrewd enough to see that this appeal to 
have federal election officers appointed, 
which seems to have been general in 
many uorthern states, was a great mis- 
take. Eleotions are honestly conducted 
under our local officers, and the federal 
interference was not liked by tbe people, 
and doubtless this bad something to do 
with the result. 


Now the contest between Speaker 
Barrett and Congressman Lodge for the 
United States Senatorship will become 
one of tbe interesting spectacles in this 
State. If each could defeat the other 
and a first class man, like Crapoor Long 
get in, tho state would bo tbe gainer, 
aud this result is not impossible. 


Republican Caucus cb will bo held 
next Tuesday evening to nominate candi- 
dates for tho’-Commou Council, aud elect 
delegates to the City election, Nov. 22. 


The general opiniou seems to be that 
McKinley did it with bis little Bill, and 
tbe consunfors of tho country have been 
beard from.

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Grade Crossings. 

To the editor of the Graphic: 

The main issue t hus far evolved from 
the discussion of the question of abolish- 
ing grade crossings in Newton, would 
seem to be whether the streets shall pass I 
over the railroad with sinking it where 
it Is, or by first removing it to the low 
ground north of Washington street. 

Probably there is no divided opinion 
among our citizens that the tracks should 
have been laid on the proposed new line 
originally. The conformation of the 
ground and the easy grades to bo ob- 
tained for stiect crossings and railway 
stations at once suggest it, and many 
other considerations are urged in its 
favor to today, not merely that it would 
separate the grades in a way to bring 
general satisfaction to the public as well 
»as the K. R. corporation, but that every 
advantage attainable by any other 
method would be at least equally derived 
from this. But the most important, of 
all, perhaps, is the fact that the natural 
development of the city of Newton is 
greatly obstructed by the railroad at its 
present location, inasmuch as it cuts the 
north slopes of Mt. Ida and the west 
Newton hills and lies across the natural 
line of communication betwecu the cities 
of Newton and Boston. 

The Boston & Albany railroad gains 
nothing, either for its through line or its 
local trade by being so located, while the 
city of Newton loses much. Its hills 
and valleys, the hills of Brighton, the 
Charles river valley, the river itself, 
whether ever developed as a waterway 
for Newton or not, all contribute to carve 
out the path for commerce between 
Newton and the Boston wharves along 
the south terrace of the river and there 
is plenty of room, but for the present 
establishment, without twice crossing a 
railroad, for a wide and commodious 
thoroughfaro at the northerly foot of 
Newtons’ hills; while the railroad itself, 
rightly located, would remain the im- 
portant factor it now is without being iu 
any sense an impediment. 

But the question still remains whether 
in view of the present establishment 
such a radical change should be made. 
A question difficult of solution, especially 
as it involves the shifting of values aDd 
of rights which are considered settled, 
and interfering with rights which are 
vested . 

The writer’s purpose is not to go 
farther in this direction than to try to 
show the fallacy of the argument that the 
suggested line of communication, north 
of the Newton hills, is not the natural 
channel for the travel and commerce of 
Newton to which her valleys and high- 
lands naturally become tributary, but is 
forced and arbitrary. 

Our statutes upon the re-locating of 
railway statious are manifestly framed to 
preveut the arbitrary discontinuance of 
stations or moving them up and down 
tbe line by the sole power of the road, 
thus breakiug up the environment. 

In this case a more momentous ques- 
iton presents itself. It is proposed to 
move a railroad and as an incident to 
carry the stations along with it to the 
advantage and not the injury of the en- 
vironment. 

In view of its importance and of the 
questions involved, the commission pro 
vided for by the law as well as all sub- 
sidiary committees should he of men, 
capable to grasp tbe situation, and in- 
capable of bias. Curtis Abdot.

Clausen Bros, have received word from 
the superintendent of their stock range 
in the Bear River valley that more than 
1,000 head of fat cattle have been de- 
stroyed by the great forest fires that 
have for weeks boon sweeping over that 
region. Nine houses ami four cabins 
were also destroyed, ami three herdsmen 
fatally burned. 

The cattle were feeding in a small 
valley. A strong wind suddenly blew a 
sen of fire down upon them. The nm 
iinnls stampeded, but they ran in the 
wrong direction. Before the cowboys 
could turn the maddened animals the 
herd was surrounded by flames. The 
cattle huddled in the center of a clear- 
ing, about a mile square in extent, ntul 
the cowboys thought they might remain 
quiet and eventually escape. Showers 
of cinders and sparks fell npot^lie herd, 
however, and presently a iteer rar. 
amuck among its companions, goring 
them with its horns and bellowing 
frightfully. The other animnls broke 
ami ran in all directions. Many of them 
dashed into the midst of the flames 
where they perished in horrible agony. 

Others ran into the burning forest 
near where the cabins had stood, and 
paused to drink at a water hole, but the 
fluid was scalding hot, and the poor 
brutes, maddened by their intensified 
sufferings, viciously charged each otliei 
and every other living object in 6ight. 
To save their lives the four cowboys 
who were within the fiery circle at- 
tempted to force their horses through a 
narrow* belt of blazing grease wood, the 
shrubs standing about two feet high. 
Before they had gone ten feet the ani- 
mals had inhaled flames and dropped to 
the earth, their riders being compelled 
to run back to their starting place.-- 
Boise City Letter. 


A Canine Football Champion. 

At the conclusion of the game between 
the Harborne aud Hamlsworth football 
teams at Harborne, on Saturday, Mr. H. 
B. Lowe allowed his dog, which is a 
beautiful black and tan Australian ter 
rier, to play the victorious team for 
about a quarter of an hour.

A Village Aboard the Oliduin. 

One of the largest exhibits for the 
World's Columbian exposition has ar- 
rived by the steamship Obdaw, of the 
Netherland-American company, at New 
York. The shipment consists of a Ger 
man village. One-half is now on hoard 
the Obdam. while the other half will 
come by another of the Netherlands 
steamers. The first half, comprising 
0,500 pieces, trill be erected on the 
grounds of the World’s fair at Chicago. 
The village will occupy a space of 17,500 
square feet, and consists of various build 
ings, markets and shops, a church, town 
hall and hotels, all in the 6tyle of the 
Sixteenth century. 

There will be a castle containing an- 
tiquities, arms, etc., from German mu 
seums. Celebrated pieces from from the 
royal German museum at Mayence will 
be exposed to view. The fashion of 
dress, decorations and the entire outfit 
will offer us an exact representation of 
the development of German culture as 
known to us by history. The village 
will be called Chicago.— New York Let- 
ter. 


An Oil Woman. 

The right to call herself the oldest 
woman in Brooklyn probably belongs to 
Mrs. Mary Schultzing, a German, who 
lives in a little frame building in the 
rear of a tenement house on Park place, 
near Rochester avenue. As near as she 
and her descendants can figure out, she 
is now between 108 and 105 years of 
age. She lives with her youngest son, 
who is now nearly seventy-five years of 
age. 

Mrs. Schultzing was born in a village 
in Germany, near Berlin, but the exact 
year she does not remember. She has 
a small silver ring, given her when she 
was a child, and it has engraved upon 
it “1790.” The figures are almost illeg- 
ible, and a word which was in front of 
them has been entirely rubbed out. 

Mrs. Schultzing was married in 1812 
aud came to America fifty-nine years 
ago. During her married life she had 
seventeen children.— New York Times.

“This water has 
been distilled” is the label on the water 
coolers in several of tlie restaurants and 
cafes, and a Bowery saloon keeper has 
put out a big placard which informs the 
thirsty passersby that “there are no 
cholera germs in our beer.” For the 
past week or two industrious peddlers 
have scoured the down town business 
localities selling small leathern medicine 
cases. Each case contains a dozen doses 
of “cholera cure,” with printed instruc- 
tions how to take them.— New York 
Times. 


Jade Head in an Ancient French Grave. 

In an ancient grave at Gignac (Her- 
ault) M. de Lepouge has found a finely 
carved human head of jade, represent- 
ing a type of the great yellow skinned 
race or races. It is religious in charac- 
ter, and is evidently from China or 
Japan. M. Sindlio regards it as a Japa- 
nese work made from a Hindoo or Singha- 
lese model of Buddha, a little before the 
Christian era, while M. de Milloue con- 
siders it a head of Kouan Yin, a Chinese 
deity, and M. de Rosny thinks it a head 
of MayadevL mother of Guatama, the 
founder of Buddhism. It is supposed to 
have been worn us an amulet around the 
neck of a Hunnich or Gothic chief.

An Ostrich Amazon Africans. 

News has just reached Liverpool of 
the arrival at Sierra Leone, west Africa, 
of a remarkable specimen of the ostrich 
tribe, which the jieoplo of that colony 
have seen for tho first time. Tho ostrich, 
which is ten feet high, has come from 
central Africa, and walked a distance of 
at least 600 miles to the British colony. 
The bird was sent by the great Moham- 
medan chief, Alimamy Sainadou, to Mr. 
Alfred L. Jones, of Liverpool, who has 
the coaling establishment at Sierra 
Leone. It came down with a caravan of 
the Alimamy’s headmen and traders, 
who arrived in the British settlement 
with their produce, ivory, gold, etc. 

It is a most unusual circumstance for 
an ostrich to be found in central Africa, 
and when it reached Sierra Leone the 
whole population turned out to see it. 
The traffic of the streets was stopped, 
and tho governor had to send a special 
company of native police to escort it to 
the Sierra Leone Coaling company’s 
premises. As the Alimamy Smnndou is 
a great Mohammedan, it is thought that 
the bird may bo regarded in some re- 
ligious connection. 

Knowing the great reverence the Ali- 
mamy has for Queen Victoria and the 
English people, it is the intention of 
Mr. Jones to offer the bird to her maj- 
esty as a present from the great Maliow- 
medan chief. The ostrich, it is said, 
will he sent over by the next African 
steamer to Liverpool. — London Stand- 
ard. 

A Scotch Tenant’s Grievances. 

Mr. Hape Johnstone, of Annandale, 
who owns one of the largest estates in 
the south of Scotland, has raised an ac- 
tion in the Dumfries sheriffs court 
against one of his hill tenants which is 
exciting great interest in the north. Mr. 
Hope Johnstone sues the tenant for pay- 
ment of the last half year’s rent amount- 
ing to £425. 

The tenant pleads that he is entitled 
to retain the sum due because the land- 
lord has violated the agreement concern- 
ing the burning of heather, with the ob- 
ject of providing additional cover for 
game, the result bearing that the ten- 
ant’s sheep had no young heather to eat. 

He also pleads that he has suffered 
severe losses in consequence of the 
landlord’s keepers having killed down 
weasles, hawks, owls and smaller birds, 
owing to which there has been a plague 
of voles, which have eaten up the pas- 
tures. The case is regarded throughout 
Scotland as a test action, and if the ten- 
ant is the winner, then landlords who 
sacrifice everything to the preservation 
of game are likely to have a bad time of 
it.— London Truth. 


A New Lumber Saw. 

The introduction of a new saw for 
1 umber is to be noted — an upright imple- 
ment, thin like a handsaw and having 
direct steam attachment, at each end of 
it a steam cylinder, each of which has 
but a single steam port. The upper 
piston draws the saw and the lower 
piston up and the lower piston draws 
the saw and the upper piston down, each 
piston drawing the saw, but neither of 
them pushing it, this causing the saw at 
all times to be rigid, so that a very thin 
saw can be employed. 

Below the lower cylinder are a heavy 
pair of balance wheels, these giving a 
eteady as well as uniform motion to the 
saw, and to these balance wheels are 
connected a pair of rods, the upper ends 
of which connect with a knuckle joint 
at the lower end of the saw, thus throw- 
ing the lower end of the saw out as it is 
going up and against the log as it is 
coming down. The log carriage is op- 
erated by the same engine that runs the 
taw. — New Yoik Sun. 


Klectrlclun Revived from Death. 

A curious accident has happened at 
Konigsberg to a workman employed at 
the town electrical works. He was oc- 
cupied in fastening some of tho conduct- 
ing wires, when his head must have 
come in contuct with some of the upj>er 
wires. He received such a shock that 
ho fell senseless among the net of con- 
ductors, aud instinctively held on with 
his hands. They remained hanging so 
fust that later on they had to bo torn 
loose. 

His companions believed that he was 
already dead when they released him, 
but a doctor who was called succeeded 
in bringing him buck to life. The flesh 
of tho man’s left hand was entirely 
burned off, and ho had received injuries 
ou his face, but it is believed that they 
will not be futal. — Loudon Nows. 

Hauled Out the Fish by Horsepower. 

A gentleman who resides in Bolivar 
reports thut a large sawfish was cap- 
tured a few days ago near Rollover 
Which meusured 16 feet in length, 8 feet 
8 inches length of saw, 0 feet wide and 
2 feet thick from dorsul to ventral fin. 
It got inside tho bur thut runs puruUel 
with the peninsula, and not being able 
to get out was caught, and after being 
made fast with u hawser it took two 
horses und four men to pull the fish 
ashore. — Galveston News.

AN APPROPRIATION Bl'DOKT OF $771,800, 
AS INCUR ARE OF $80,500. 

The common council mol Monday 
evening in City Hall, West Newton, with 
President Roffe in tho chair, and Council- 
men Downs and Lunt absent. 

The records woro road and approved. 

AUBURNDALE PARK. 

A hearing was hold on tho petition of 
the Auburndale Village Improvement 
Society for a park and playground on the 
Charles River, Mr. Geo. M. Fiske appear- 
ing for the society. 

He showed a plan of the soction desired, | 
the total cost of which would bo about 
$S*50, of which they wished the city to 1 
l>ay one half. Detioite figures have been 
secured in writing and the plan which 
scorned most desirable at present was to 
purchase thirty of the thirty-soveu acres, 
tho remaining seven it being necessary to 
take under the land act, bringing tho 
cost down to $6000, which would only re- 
quire an appropriation of $.1475. Tho 
citizens of Auburndale have subscribed 
nearly this amount and the society were 
anxious to have the matter settled as it 
was indefinite how long tho owners of 
the land would hold it for the city. 

At the conclusion of the hearing a long 
grist of business from the aldermen was 
passed in concurrence. 

CITY EMPLOYES. 

Councilman Knapp presented a petition 
from Thomas B.Hart and others request- 
ing that city employes after Jan. 1, 1803, 
receive $2 per day. 

Iliram G. and Mary Tucker notified 
the council not to award damages of eei- 
tain land on Waban hill without their 
consent, because of their interest in said 
land. 

Petitions woro received from Owen 
tlallagker for street light on Crescent 
street near California street, from H. W. 
Downs and others for three Btreet lights 
on Newtonville avenue betweeu Summit 
and Harvard streets. 

Various notices of sewer apportion- 
ments on Walnut and other streets, Ward 
Two, were received. 

SIDEWALK ORDINANCE. 

Councilman Bothfeld reported for the 
committee on conference to whom was 
referred the ordinance relative to the re- 
moval of snow from the sidewalks. It 
was a majority report and asked that tho 
previous act of the council be reoonsid- 
«red. 

The report was accepted and Mr. Both- 
feld moved a reconsideration of the 
previous vote relative to the ordinance, 
which required abuttors residing within 
a radius of seven-sixteenths of a mile 
from the B. A A. station at Newton and 
within three-eighths of a mile from 
stations of said road in Newtouville and 
West Newton, to keep the sidewalks 
clear of snow. 

The motion prevailed. 

A motion was then made to substitute 
the following regarding the territory iu 
eluded: Seven sixteenths of a mile from 
the B. & A. depot, Newton, three- 
eighths of a mile from the B. & A. 
stations in Newtonville. West Newton, 
Auburndale and Newton Centre, five- 
sixteenths of a mile from the statiou at 
Newton Highlands, one-fourth of a mile 
from -tations at Riverside, Waban and 
Eliot, from hose house corner Bridge 
Watertown street, Nonantum, from hose 
tiouse number six, L >wer Falls, from 
Prospect school house, Upper Falls, and 
three-eighths of a mile from the Episco- 
pal church, Chestnut hill. 

President Ruffe called Councilman 
Forkuall to the chair and took the floor. 

lie said the sentiment iu Ward Six was 
very much opposed to the passing of 
such an ordinance. The general senti- 
ment was that the city should assume 
the cost of cleaning the sidewalks and 
not place such a hardship upon land 
owners and citizens. He saw no objec- 
tion to other sections of the city having 
such au ordinance if they so desired. 

Councilman Moulton for Ward Five 
objected, as there were only a few houses 
on one side of the track and it would be 
■a hardship to those people residiug in 
f:hm sPcUm. 

Councilman Knapp from Ward Four 
was opposed to the ordinance iu defer- 
ence to public sen ti .uunt iu that ward. 

Councilman McGee considered it a 
Hardship iu such a place as Wabau or 
Upper Falls, and the fact of so few and 
then only gravel sidewalks and the 
scattered hiu-.es unde it a iditionally 
burdensome. The people were much 
opposed to it and he should vote agaiust 
it. 

Couucilmau Bothfeld said if a section 1 
of ihe ci y desired au ordinance entailing 
uo expense uu the city lie believed they ! 
Hliould have it. Ward Seven want-, the j 
matter regulated, but they care not how 
it comes whether in one or more wauls, 
but the committee of conference iu their 
deliberations came to the conclusion 
Miat the arrangement proposed would be 
the best Walking through the city 
after a snow storm at present there will 
be a leiig distance of neatly cleaned 
walk, and then will come an estate 
where no sn >w lias been taken away 
other than by the plough, and it was to 
remedy t..m evils that the ordinance 
was prepared. 

Councilman Dcgan saw no objection 
fco one part of tin city having such au 
ordinance with New ion’s peculiar 
^growth. 11«- moved that the sectiou 
ie iti token out. 

Councilmcn Knapp and Moulton moved 
the striking out such of' the ordmauce as 
referred to Wards Four aud Five, aud 
Councilman Forkuall that the sectiou 
referring to a radii from the hose house, 
Nonantum, be omitted. 

Councilman Bothfeld said this left the 
ordinance in its original form, including 
Newton, Newtonville and West Newtou 
wud moved its passage to be enrolled.

after a short discussion tho item was re- 
duced from ft 100 to $1000. 

The clerical assistance was increased 
from $1200 to $3000 and an explanation 
of the $1800 increase was asked for. 

Couucilman Moulton said tho assessors’ 
department had done a portion of the 
treasury work in their office this year, 
the salaries being paid from the treasur- 
er’s office. The work included the mak- 
ing out of tax bills, which wero sent by 
mail, an additional expense, and to cover 
tlicso oxponscs this increase had boon 
made. 

Councilman Knapp thought $1800 was 
an exc ssivo increase for clerical assis- 
tance simply. It was sufficient to employ 
three good clerks the year round. He 
asked how many wore employed in tho 
assessors’ office. 

City Auditor Otis in answer said that 
five and six girls were kopt busy for 
several months on the assessor’s books, 
making out bills, the tax bills, etc. He 
thought there was uo addition to tho 
actual expense this yoar. 

Tho estimate was reducod to $2500 and 
checked. 

A uew item appropriating $500 for a 
now horse, wagon and harness for tho 
tiro department was questioned by Coun- 
cilman Weed. 

Councilman Bennett said the team was 
needed for the assistant obief. The 
horse now u9od was driven 20 or 25 miles 
regularly, which was too much. The 
now wagon was needed to carry tools, 
wire and apparatus. 

Councilman Roffe thought $500 was 
not needed for the purpose contemplated 
and thought a loaded express wagon 
would be au interference to the assistant 
iu goiug to a fire. He thought a new 
horse might bo procured and tbe carting 
done as it formerly has been. On Coun- 
cilman Weed’s motion the item was re- 
duced to $300. 

The $000 estimate for new fire alarm 
stations was challenged and Councilman 
Bonuett in defence said that five new 
boxes were absolutely necessary, aud this 
money would be but little more thau 
needed for them with the chance of more 
being required before tho end of the 
year. 

GAM EWEI.L TRICES. 

Councilman Roffe was opposed to pay- 
ing $125 for a box when as good could bo 
purchased for $62. The Gamewell Co. 
are able to pay out money to have their 
boxes used iu preference to others in 
cities and towns, and the price of their 
boxes is kept up to a high standard aud 
they must be able to sell the box at a 
much lower price if they can make money 
enough out of them to pay other cities 
for using them. He believed if the mat- 
ter was placed in the hands of careful 
men the Gamewell box could be pro- 
cured at a much less price, aud if not he 
believed in buying the lower priced 
article when it did the work just as well. 
A motion was made to reduce the expen- 
diture to $500 and it was carried. 

In the highway department on widen- 
ing reconstruction aud improvements 
tho expenditure recommended was $21,- 
350 or $2350 more than in 1802. 

Tho items were taken up iudividually 
and attention was called to Hull street 
by Couucilmau Roffe, who thought it 
could wait another year aud the $1500 
against it was stiicken out. 

Councilman Forkuall recommended 
that the money appropriated for Cali- 
fornia street be changed to Chapel street 
as the latter was much more travelled 
aud repairs more necessary. 

Three items for the improvement of 
Otis street were as follow's: Otis street 
from Forest to Appleton street, $1740, 
from Mr. Staples’ driveway to Forest 
street $1700 aud from Fountain to Chest- 
nut street $700 

Couucilmau Bothfeld asked that the 
three items be cousidered together. He 
saw uo reason why so much money 
should be required on the street again in 
two years, aud asked Councilman Staplos 
which was the most necessary to be done 
of the two large items. 

Councilman Staples said something 
more must be expended on tbe street 
soon to preserve what had already been 
done. It was necessary that both of the 
larger expenditures be made. 

Couucilman Green moved the striking 
out of the $7U0 item which was done. 

The item expending $1000 ou Beacon 
street, Wabau, west from the railroad 
bridge, Councilman Knapp advised strik- 
ing out a» a matter that could wait. 

These reductions brought the total 
figures of the original item down from 
$21,350 to $18,150. 

The $!K><H) item for the completion of 
the Cheesecake brook improvements, 
Couucilmau Botbfeld moved to strike 
out as au unnecessary expense this 
year. 

CITY V8 HOSPITAL. 

The increased amount for the Newton 
Cottage Hospital from $3000 to $4000 
brought out some interesting facts, but 
was finally allowed to rest as recom- 
mended. 

Councilman Botbfeld had heard tho 
statement that $420 was the expense the 
city had incurred at t tke hospital the past 
year but did not know how true it was. 

Councilman Kuapp had also heard the 
same statement. 

The only explanation of the increase 
was that the additional cases for the city 
had amounted to that. 

The clerk was requested to read the re- 
port of tho Hospital to Nathan Mosroan, 
chairman of the overseers of the poor, 
and the expense there showu as due the 
hospital from the city from Jan. 1, 1802 
to Oct. 1, 1802, was $402.13 

As no definite statement of the ex- 
penses embodied in tbe $4000 called for, 
could be secured. Councilman Bennett 
moved that $4<HJ0 be approortute 1 to tho 
Newtou Cottage Hospital under con- 
tract. 

The appropriation for prinliug in- 
ci eased from $4000 to $4500 was reduced 
to $4,000, and the street light depart- 
ment expenditure was reduced from $35,- 
<M)0 lecommouded to $30,000 with au 
amendment; to iuclude not exceeding 
$700 foi inspection and not exceeding 
$1,000 for maintenance of certain lights 
evuiy night. 

The salary of the clerk of the cotumou 
council was increased from $200 to $300 
iu consequence of a large amount of extra 
work. 

The committee on the whole reported 
and the report was adopted by tho 
common council, the total appropriation 
amounting to $771,300 au increase over 
the linauce committee’s estimate of $1!»,- 
6O0. L ist year’s appropriation was $6'J0- 
HOd and the total increase is $80,500. 

The council adjourned ut 1.07 a. in. 
o’clock. 


The Langford 1*1 an. 

to lb.) editor ul the GRAPHIC; 

Much is said of deterioration of the 
value of property if this plan should be 
adopted. Iu our belief, Mr. Editor, if 
lightly managed, its adoption would 
work just tbe other way. But whatever 
plan is contemplated must be cousidered 
iu lefereuceto the only alternative, which 
if anything is done, will be the elevation 
scheme. We will therefore first take a 
glance at that. 


An clevAtod earth wall ia spoken of, 
from 12 to 20 feet high, 3 miles long, 46 
feet or so level on tho top and litre of 10 
foot each side surmounted by freight nnd 
passonger cars 10 feet higher, running 
most nil tho timo, through the three 
principal contres of Nowton, never to bo 
moved, with much increased noise as 
business increases. The elevation to be 
overcomo in somo wny daily, by tons of 
thousands of both sexes and of nil ages 
and circumstances, with baggage, probab- 
ly causing much more loss of life than 
has ever oocured at the crossings, or ns 
experience justifies the fonr of. 

Thoroughly looked into, Mr. Editor, 
Nowton would nevor consent to this ar- 
rangement on any terms. And besides 
theso objections, its adoptiou would in 
our beliet involve a far greater loss of 
property than the Langford plan. For 
residence ucitlier side would bo worth as 
much ovon to|the top of the highland on 
the south nil tho way. 

Wo are not ourselvos in favor of doing 
anything, except to call upon tho Rail 
Road to sufficiently protect their cross- 
ings, in which is no difficulty at present, 
yet will suggest a plan that occurs to us, 
iu case the Langford plan should bo 
adopted. From Newton to the Lower 
Falls crossing at West Nowton, the laud 
of citizens on WAshiugton street, is but a 
narrow strip all the way. If the city of 
Newton should widen Washington street 
from the Corner to the Lower Falls cross- 
ing at West Newton, say 25 feet, whioh 
would be onougli, and, would be better 
on many accounts than 100 feet, Wash- 
ington street would then become a noble 
central avenue 65 feet wide going through 
and connecting the three great centres of 
the city, Newtou, Newtonville and West 
Newton, costing little compared to the 100 
feet boulevard talked of, and accomplish- 
ing a great deal more. This central 
Avenue would finally become tho groat 
mart for trade aud handicraft, iucreasiug 
value on both sides, and the owners who 
had sold the City the 25 feet to widen 
Washington street, would need and would 
buy the Rail Road laud south of them, 
aud the operation would create actual de- 
maud for tho Railroad land, in a way 
that would uot diminish but increase its 
value aud enrich the city in many other 
ways. We were uot ourselves, however, 
in favor of doing anything about grade 
crossings for twenty yoais, except to re- 
quire the Railroad to reasonably protect 
all in the city. 

If the arrangement we suggest should 
take place the three great centres of the 
city, Newton, Newtonville and West New- 
ton, would be connected by a noble cen- 
tral Avouuo whioh would in due time be- 
come the great mart of trade aud handi- 
craft with quick and easy communication 
with all parts of the city and with tho 
outside world.

FOR BETTER ROADS. 


PETITION to congress for a govern- 
ment ROAD DEPARTMENT. 

Col. A. A. Pope of Boston has issued 
tho following petition, which is to be 
circulated all over the couutry and sent 
to Congress:— 

To the honorable Sena'o and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in Congress asseinb ed: 

We, the uudersigued, citizens of the 
United States, hereby most respectfully 
potition that there bo founded in tbe city 
of Washington, in the District of Colum- 
bia, a road department, similar to the 
agricultural department, fnr tho purpose 
of promoting knowledge in the art of 
constructing and maintaining roads, aud 
we ask that in such department provision 
be made for teaching students so that 
they may become skilled road engineers. 
In connection with this road department 
we request that there bo established a 
permanent exhibit in which shall be 
shown sections of roads illustrating 
various methods of construction and also 
the best road materials and machinery. 

We further petitiou that Congress ap- 
propriate funds sufficient to erect a build- 
ing at the world’s Columbian exposition 
for the purpose of a comprehensive road 
exhibit.

| for eleven years a prospector in the 
InountAhis, and ho tells a curious story 
h bout tho a’^'fed rediscovery of tho 
Lost Cabin ti *.<• in South Dakota. Ho 
Bays: 

Thore aro two mountain myths that 
have been bothering tho heads of imagi- 
native treasure seekers in tho Rockies 
Since 1855. One is “White’s Cement 
mine” and tho other is the Lost Cabin. 
In 1855 Kit Carson, James Kinney and 
a half breed lilackfoot coine into Fort 
Randal, on the Missouri river, with a 
bag full of nuggets and a story of gold 
deposits of incredible richness on Cabin 
creek, a branch of the North fork of 
the Cheyenne river just west of what is 
how the Montana boundary line. As 
they were old mountain men, and Car- 
eon having a great reputation as a guide, 
everybody went crazy. No white man 
Was supposed to have been within 500 
miles of tho place, and indeed men w’ere 
being cut off by Indians within five 
miles of the fort. 

Carson and Kinney went on a week’s 
drunk, and soon gambled away their 
gold, but showed no disposition to take 
h party to the new Eldorado. The 
United States officers at the fort dis- 
credited the whole thing, and dissuaded 
the crowd from following it up, but 
men started out and none returned, and 
hundreds triedit from time to time. The 
Indians no doubt knew of the existence 
of gold there, and of course wanted to 
keep tho whites out, and they did ef- 
fectually for thirty years. A thousand 
lives and a mountain of treasure were 
spent in seeking the location in vain, 
and it was believed by tho old timers to 
be a fraud from the first. Neither Car- 
son nor Kinney ever made the attempt 
to seek it again, but both repeated their 
original story from time to time. So 
this is about the truth as to the Lost 
Cabin bonanza. 

White’s Cement mine is much more 
remarkable as a narrative. White was 
a New’ Englander, sixty years old, who 
had come to California in 1842. As a 
gold seeker he was known and talked 
about in every mining camp on the coast 
and stories related of his phenomenal 
luck. He no doubt made many fortunes, 
but was always poor, and tramped about 
with a lean mule and half breed Indian 
boy, getting supplies where he could. 

I believe he was slightly demented, but 
all looked up to him, and he undoubted- 
ly knew more about the gold region than 
any man living. 

One day in 1858 White came to Horse 
Head gulch from the Sierras, driving 
his mule and looking utterly used up. 
He got something to eat, and then took 
out of his pack a number of pieces of 
what looked like hard white clay glit- 
tering with specks of metal, but he said 
little and went off to an assayer, a Ger- 
man named Helyat, and an honest man. 
Before night it was known in camp that 
White’s specimen showed 1,000 onnees 
of gold to the ton. In five minutes every 
one went crazy. Nobody slept that 
night, but sat around the fires and 
talked “cement.” In the morning a 
party headed by Senator Sharon’s 
brother called on White, who was sleep- 
ing in one of the “shacks." He was 
told in a few words that he must pilot 
the men to his find, he should have tho 
pick of tho claims and help to work it, 
but go ho must, and on his refusal was 
warned that his life would not be worth 
shucks if he “stood off” the camp. Then 
he consented. 

Every one was wild. I was offered 
$1,000 for my. two mules aud outfit, but 
like a fool went with the rest. The trail 
led right into the Sierras. The first day 
was a race and one-third of the men 
broke down. The Italian leaped ahead 
like a wolf and then White followed, 
his long gray hair flying in the wind. 
By the end of the second day we were 
in the heart of the mountain, in a des- 
ert where no human being had ever 
been before. Half of the animals were 
lost, and the men were haggard with 
fatigue and excitement. White was told 
that if ho played false he was a dead 
man, but lie still pointed east. We 
passed good indications that showed 
color, but iu that laud of desolation all 
the gold iu America would not have 
availed a man then. 

On the evening of the third day White 
said we were near to our journey’s end, 
and by tomorrow— and theu he waved 
his long arms and such a yell went up 
from the frenzied meu that partly made 
the pine clad mountains shake. Every 
one lay dowu expecting to arise a mil- 
lionaire, but iu the morning White was 
gone aud left no trace. Al»out one-half 
of the party, after incredible suffering, 
got back to life aud civilization, ami 
yet, despite our story, 100 meu started 
back over our trail two days after. 

Three years after White reappeared iu 
Fait Luke City with his cement speci- 
mens as before iucredibly rich aud again 
disappeared, aud from that- day to this 
has never been heard of, but men still | 
wear out their lives in seeking his lost 
cement mine. 

After eleveu years’ labor iu the mines 
1 got home with $500 aud a heap of 
knowledge that will last for the rest of 
my life. — Philadelphia Press.

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THE MAYORALTY CONTEST. 


Som e surprising results were announced 
-as the outcome of the Republican cau- 
cuses, surprising, that is, to those who 
have not known what was going on under 
the surface, and there are traces of the 
national campaign, which was to have 
been expected, the caucuses comiug so 
soon after that election. 

Wards One and Seveu elected delegates 
who are said to favor ex-Aldermau 
Samuel L. Powers for Mayor, thus intro- 
ducing a new candidate into the contest. 
Mr. Powers is a very popular gentleman 
socially, and one whom it is always a 
pleasure to meet. He made an excellent 
record in his service in the City Council 
some years ago, but he was defeated by 
Mayor Kimball, after one of the most ex- 
citing and acrimonious contests we have 
ever had in Newton. The ill-feeling 
aroused by that campaign has not yet 
subsided, and tho success of his candi- 
dacy would be doubtful. He is at pre- 
sent the attorney for the New England 
Telephone company, which is not exact- 
ly popular in Newton, as its interests are 
so often iu conflict with those of the citi- 
zens. Besides, many citizens of all 
parties arc opposed to having anything 
of a political nature attached to the 
mayoralty of Newton, and Mr. Powers 
has had aspirations for higher political 
Honors and probably has them still. 

The delegations from Wards Two, 
Three and Four are unpledged? but said 
to be divided among Aldermen Fenno 
und Wilson and Mr. Powers, with praise- 
worthy inclinations to vote for the best 
man. irrespective of any outside cousid- 
«ratious. 

.Ward Five is 6aid to have three sure 
for Alderman Harbach and two doubtful, 
and Ward Six is for him, giving him 
eight votes sure. It is uot thought that 
lie will receive a vote from the uorth side 
delegates, and he may as well be left out 
of the reckoning. The Republicans do 
cot want to meet certain defeat, aud 
their chances would be worse uoder Mr. 
'Harbach than under Mr. Powers, but we 
doubt if any beitiug man would tike 
-tjfianoes on the election of either. 

Tbe people of Newton do not want a 
political atmosphere aroutul City Hall, 
and the experience of the last two years 
•¥hows the great importance of having a 
practical business man for Mayor, one 
who is bound by no pledges and handi- 
capped by no political aspirations. They 
liked Mayor Hibbard's brusque way of 
dealing with tho political ‘ bosses” «hi 
wanted him to promise some substantial 
favors iu return for their support. The 
story of the “boss’’ who visited him in 
his stable before bis first election, aud 1 
given two miuutes to t scape before 
the future Mayor 1 * dogs were let ou f , 1 
tickled everybody immeusely. We want 
lor our next Mayor a man who will treat 
all the local “uo**e»” iu like aiauner, and 
who will go iutu oflice entirely free from 
pledges of any kind, and who will uot be 
■afraid to put down all the little busses 
who waut a hand iu city busiuess in re- 
turn for tho more or less imaginaiy votes 
they control. 

If the Republican delegates really de- 
sire the good of the city, aud to escape 
all the confusion aud scandal of a hotly 
contested election, they can do it by 
putting up some such man us Aldermau 
Fenno, who is as good a Republican as 
Mr. Powers, but who is not an active 
(politician, a id as a l uge majority of the 
•delegates are unpledged, they can do 
his and nominate a candidate who will 
«be endorsed by the Citizen*. With the 
great number of important measures be. 
fore the city it is uo time to make a mere- 
ly partizin nomination for the oflice of 
Mayor, or to change the excellent policy 
pursued the past two years. 


personal interest in the prosperity of the 
city, as, if a man is a large tax-payer, he 
is naturally more conservative, and also 
more quick to sop wh \t will bo for the 
interest of the city. 

As Alderman Coffin has always acted 
with the Republican party in city affairs, 
the Citizens could hardly be expected to 
take him up, but his friends are not dis- 
posed to let such a marked slight pass 
without rebuke, and Mr. D. R. Emerson, 
who will probably stand against Mr. 
Forknall, is oertain to bo elected, 
and the addition of such a man to the 
board would help to give people confi- 
dence in the wisdom of its deliberations. 

In Ward Two the Republican candidate 
is likely to be Mr. Henry F. Ross, and 
this would be an excellent selection. 
Mr. Ross has had experience in city af- 
fairs, he is actively engaged in building 
up Newton, and he is a very outspoken 
man, whoso presence wouid give anima- 
tion to the proceedings. 

In Ward Three Alderman Wilson is 
certaiu of a renomination unless the 
mayoralty lightning strikes him, and a 
man of his practical business qualifica- 
tions is needed in city affairs. 

In Ward Five, Aldorman Sprague will 
probably bo renominated if he desires it, 
aud in caso of his refusal there are a 
number of candidates mentioned, among 
them W. B. Atherton, who has had a 
good deal of experience in city affairs. 

Iu Ward Five the caucus surprised 
everybody by putting up Councilman 
Moulton instead of Councilmau McGee, 
the reason for which is said to be that 
the latter has declared that Alderman 
Harbach could never be elected mayor, 
but Mr. McGee’s friends in Waban and 
Upper Falls are up in arms already. Mr. 
McGee is one of the most active workers 
in Ward Five, and the attempt to bottle 
him up will probably bo entirely futile. 
He will be nominated, and he is not ac- 
customed to be beaten in anything he 
undertakes. 

In Ward Six Councilman Roffe and in 
Ward Seven Councilman Bothfeld will 
probably have the nominations of both 
parties as they are both excellent men 
for the office. 

From the above it will be seen that 
there will bo several contests, with the 
chances against the Republican nomi- 
nees, and it is doubtful whether even tho 
delegates to the convention will vote 
their own ticket, if the plaus at the cau- 
cuses are carried out. In city affairs it 
is the best men who win, and the voters 
pay little attention to any bargaius the 
political managers may have made. 


the Republican convention nominates M r. 
Bowers, Judging from the expressions we 
hear, Tromont Hall will be filled with Re- 
publicans, who believe In having a business 
man for mayor. If Alderman Fenno is 
nominated, the Citizens will unite on him. 
and there Is a possibility of such action If 
Alderman Wilson should be nominated 
Tuesday evening. 


Mu. W. B. Atukrton of Ward Four 
ia receiving favorable mention for aider- 
man from that ward. He has served 
several terma in the Common Council, 
whon that body waa of much more im- 
portance in city affairs than it has been 
tho past two years, and was one of the 
most active of the members of tho lowor 
branch. Ward Four might easily do a 
great deal worse than to nominate Mr. 
Atherton. 


The choice of mem bora of the school 
bo ml is a very important mnttor but it 
is not likely to attract the same deon in- 
terest as a few years ago. There will be 
a vacancy in Ward Seven’s roproReuta 
tion as Mr. Goo. C. Travis, who has 
served so acceptably, declines to bo ngain 
a candidate. 


It is now said that friends of Aider- 
man Coffin, feeling that ho has not been 
rightly used, will endeavor to have tho 
Republican convention disregard tho 
wishes of the caucus and ronomiuato 
him for alderman from Ward One. 


Newtonville die Watertown Street Rail 
way Co. 

Horace B. Parker, George W. Morse 
And others are forming a corporation to 
build a street railway from Nowtouvillo 
to Watertown. Tho articles will be found 
in another column. The stock is over- 
subscribed for. The promoters are sub- 
stantially tho same as those who have 
started the other street railways in this 
vicinity aud which have been so success- 
ful. If there was previously any doubt 
regarding Newtonville being the central 
feature of Newton, this would seem to 
settle it. Sho will now have street rail- 
ways radiating in four directions. This 
is perhaps due her, owing to hor central 
position. Sho owes it, however, quite as 
much to tho enterprise of her people. It 
is an illustration of an old rulo, that 
enterprise is more potent than capital. 
Nowtouville is not by any means the 
wealthiest Ward in the city, but she has 
enterprising material* 

This street railway will be a boon to 
North Village and the several mills in 
that region. Those have been without 
cither a steam or a street railroad within 
reasonable distance. Watertown street 
is pretty well built up already and the 
small amount of laud remaining un- 
occupied will be much enhanced in value. 
More teuomouts are needed along that 
street to meet the present demands. 

The road will probably bo built early 
in the Spring as it will be too late this 
winter after the franchises have been ob- 
tained.

At all events, the 
citizens should consider it as a factor la 
the coming ibctlon.

The candidates for the Common Coun- 
cil nominated by the Republican caucuses 
are Messrs. Hugh Cambpell and Welliug- 
tou Howes from Ward One, au unusually 
strong combination. In Ward Two Coun- 
cilmin Green is re-uomiuated aud a new 
candidate put up, Mr. A. Q. Cole. In 
Ward Three and Four, the present 
representatives, Messrs. Bennett and 
Staples, and Knapp and Jordan are re- 
uomiuated. Ward Five put* up two new 
men, Messrs. Lyman A. Ross, and Fred 
A. Turner. Ward Six re-nominates 
Councilmau Degeu and substitutes Mr. 
J. W. Parker for Councilman Roffe, who 
is to be promoted. Ward Seven re- 
nominated Councilman Weed aud sub- 
stitutes Mr. Henry Telman for Council- 
man Bothfeld, who will be the next 
aldermau from this ward. It is too 
early yet to say who will be elected to 
the lower branch, as there are likely to 
be lively contests in some of the wards. 


The appropriation bill for the coming 
year was considered in the Common 
Council. Monday night, and an increase of 
S 100,000 over the present year was asked 
for. Owing to a hint that such an increase 
would never secure the Mayor’s signature, 
820,000 was cut off, which was a good nights 
work. The board of aldermen will take ud 
the budget next Monday night, and it Is to 
be hoped they will put in the pruning knife 
a good deal deeper. With a 1 our expendi- 
tures f r sewers, other improvements 
might safely be left over for another year. 
The city’s expenses should not be allowed 
to grow faster than the Increase of valua- 
tion iu the city will allow. The Items for 
improvements on side streets could certain- 
ly be safely left over until the sewer busi- 
ness is finished.

1, Ward Five and precinct 2, Ward Six, and 
gained one eneh in precinct 2, Ward Two ; 
precinct 2, Ward Five; and Ward Seven 
ninkiug a net loss of one. 

Governor Russell gained 16 in precinct 2, 
Ward One; two each In precinct 2 Ward 
Two; and precinct 2, Ward Four, and one 
eacli in precinct 2, Ward 0. and in Ward 7.

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WORK I Mi ROY'S HOMK FAIR. 

IT WILL HEl.r SWELL THE Ft’ND FOH THE 
NEW BUILDING. 

A fair in aid of tho Working Hoy' a 
Home opened Tuesday in the Hattie of 
Gettysburg building, Boston. Mr. 
Thomas H. Fit* of this city presided at 
the opening exercises. Rev. John F. 
Ford, superintendent of the home, gave 
nn account of the origin and growth of 
the worthy charity and described the in- 
dustrial training school building which is 
now in process of erection on Winchester 
street in the Oak llill district. 

The structure is of brick, with granite 
trimmings and slated roof. The construc- 
tion throughout is of the most thorough 
and substantial character, iron being 
largely used in it, and all the interior 
finish will bo of hard wood. It is 2US 
feet in length, its extreme depth is 83 feet, 
and it has tour stories and basement and 
attic. 

The basement, which is almost entirely 
above ground, will contain a dining room 
and recreation room, each about. 80x40 
feet in size, beside composing room, press 
room, lavatories, engine, heating appara- 
tus, etc. On a level with this floor, but 
aeparated from it by a passage 20 feet 
wide, is the culinary building, 50x35 feet 
and two stories high, containing kitchen, 
ovens and servants’ dining and sleeping 
looms. The laundry, 30x22 feet, adjoius 
the culinary building. These are not 
shown iu the view of the building given, 
being in the rear. The main floor of the 
building is reached by a double flight of 
circular steps, leadiug to the mnin en- 
trance in the central tower. The main 
staircase is in the centre of the buildiug, 
rising from a broad hall extending from 
front to rear. This floor is arrauged for 
the residence of the director, and con- 
tains the administration offices of the 
institution, with corridors leading to the 
classrooms, which are located iu the 
wings. 

The second floor contains the boy’s 
sleeping apartments and various small 
rooms. The main and side stairways 
furnish abundant approach and exit. 

The third floor has a large chapel and 
infirmary, dispensary, linen room and 
other convenient apartments. Its ar- 
rangement has been plauned to secure 
available rooms at the least expense, and 
when completed the buildiug will ac- 
commodate 250 boys. In the upper 
stories are located the dormitories. 

The building amply provides spaces 
for schoolrooms and workshops, where 
boys admitted to its benefits will be 
taught the various branches of common 
school education, and instructed in in- 
dustrial work of various kinds, the dis- 
position of each boy and his preference 
and aptitude for somo particular trade or 
^‘JJccupation being studied and considered 
before assigning him to any particular 
-line of manual training work. 

In this industrial school carpentry, 
tailoring, shoemaking and printing will 
be taught, and on the farm the cultiva- 
tion of the soil will be assigned to those 
who prefer it, all being under the im- 
mediate supervision of competent teach- 
ers. In this way it is expected to make 
the work of the home more thorough 
and productive of the best results. The 
products of the labor of the boys are not 
iuteuded to be consumed outside the 
home, as experience has shown that all 
that will be produced will be needed to 
supply its wants. 

Such is a brief outline of the noble 
work which the superintendent and 
manager of the Working Boys’ Home of 
Boston have in hand to accomplish. It 
is one of the best, broadest and noblest 
institutions of its kind in the countiy. It 
is to aid iu carryiug out the enlarged 
purposes of the home that the fair which 
was opened at the Battle of Get r ys- 
burg buildiug on Treroont street is to be 
inaugurated. 

Mr. Fitz iu bis opening remarks made a 
stirring address iu behalf of the home. 
After cordially welcoming the people 
present to the inauguration of the festi- 
val, he described the character and 
-mission of the home. Continuing he said : 

“This home, however, would not fulfil 
its mission if it simply supplied needy 
boys with temporary shelter, food and 
necessaries. It has a broader field to labor 
iu than this, and has undertaken a more 
sacred ob igation. 

“To take these poor boys, and not only 
to supply their necessities, but to give 
them the greater boon of training them 
to be self-sustaining — of educating them, 
and providing them with opportunities 
of learning a trade or other useful em- 
ployment, to the end that by and by they 
will become useful and self-respecting 
met , and worthy citizens of this great 
country— this, and nothing less than this, 
is t h* mission of the Working Boys’ 
Home/' 

Mr. Fiiz concluded with an earnest ap- 
peal to the community to help the home 
at once bv patronizing the fair as freely 
and us liberally as possible.

We live in a practical 
world and must take things as they are, 
but the lot of the political managers is 
not a happy one, and generally deserves 
tbe sympathy of tbe public, it is a 
difficult nositioh in which to plaoe any 
man, and the iiberal-ruiuded spectator 
will cover the scene with a mantle of 
chanty. We all know that in* one cun 
touch pitch without being defiled, hut 
let us have sympathy for the defiled 
one.

The Panto Humbug. 

Wo print by request the following 
from the Boston Herald: 

Wo have received from a Newtonville 
correspondent the. following letter: 

To the Rilltor of the Herald: Many old Re- 
publican 1 * are already predicting n repetition of 
the hard Gnu*. of 1857 nfter Cleveland’s adminis- 
tration begins, and are tolling the young Demo- 
crats that i bey don’t know what they are vot ng 
tor when they vote the Ponroo-atlc ticket. Will 
yon, for tbe Benefit of those botn since that time 
<1807 '. give ns an editorial, showing us if thete is 
any comparison to be made between the c >ndi- 
tlons which caused the hard times of 18.17 anti the 
conditions which will probably arise fron the 
prestnt election. Youxo Democracy. 

In reply to the nbovo we will sny that 
there is not the slightest analogy be- 
tween t lie circumstauces attending tho 
panic of 1857 and anything that now 
oxists in the condition of the country. 
Tho panic of 1S57, as we havo often be- 
foro slid, had no connection with the 
tariff in any form. It was entirely 
obvious that such was tho fact at the 
time. No ono even suggested that the 
tariff had anything to do with it then. 
Id all the panaceas proposed to cure it, 
or to bring it to an end, the change of 
the tariff was never at any time included. 
The tariff was let carefully alone, for tho 
very good reason that the country was 
satisfied with it, as it had never been 
with any tariff for forty years preceding, 
and never has beon since in tho many 
years that have followed. This state of 
things continued uutil, three years later, 
Henry Wilson said in Congress that it 
was the best tariff the country had ever 
seen. And this was the lowest tariff for 
tho last half century. So much for the 
tariff as an agency iu tbe panic of 1857. 

Tho panic of 1857 was brought about 
by a general speculation, largely in rail- 
road stocks, and altogether independent 
of the tariff. It began by the failure of 
the Ohio Life & Trust Company, a large 
investment enterprise which could not 
meet its financial liabilities. There had 
been a pressure in the money market for 
some time previously. This failure came 
as a complete surprise to Wall street, 
which knew there had been overtrading, 
but did not look for disaster at all iu 
that quarter. The banks immediately 
began contracting their loans. On the 
1st of August they had been $122,000,- 
000. In the second week in October 
they were but $101,000,000. Business 
could not stand this. New York banks 
suspended ; banks from one end of the 
nation to the other followed. Transac- 
tions ceased everywhere, audj.here was 
universal paralysis. Yer, with all the 
drain of specie that low tariffs are said 
to produce, this, the lowest tariff of all, 
fouud the uatiou with so much specie 
that the banks were literally compelled 
to resume iu sixty days, wuen specie had 
accumulated from $2,800,000 in the be- 
ginning to $27,057,327. Business did not 
recover so rapidly, but there was no 
business in the country, outside, possi- 
bly, of Pennsylvania, that called for a 
change in the tariff to aid it. 

We trust that this statement of facts 
will satisfy our correspondent. And now 
let us say to him and toothers that there 
is no more transparent humbug than 
that which prophesies injury to business 
as the result of the present election in- 
volving an anticipated change in the 
tariff. Here is an instance rich! to our 
hand as we write. A Boston newspaper 
has published a Cincinnati dispatch that 
“Luce & Manning, the large Boston wool 
house, wired their Ohio agents to buy 
uo more wool at any price on accouut of 
Cleveland’s election.’’ Whereupon 
Messrs. Luce Sc Manning say there is nut 
a wind of truth iu this despatch; also 
that they have not sold a pound of wool 
at any reduction from prices prevailing 
before election. Here is another case. 
A large provision dealer iu Lowell told 
the commercial editor of the Herald 
yesterday that the cotton mills were 
about to close extensively there. “But 
the tariff does not affect the cotton 
manufacturer,” was said to him. “No 
matter; they are going t<f close,’’ was 
the reply. “One of their leading agents’ 
has just told mo so.” Now, mark the 
facts iu this case. The gentleman to 
whom this story was told inquired 
directly of the agent as to the truth of 
this. “Why, we are doing the best 
business now for years,” was the reply. 
“The price of cotton lias stiffened since 
t he election, and we have seldom been so 
closely sold out as we are now. We 
must run on the fullesc time possible to 
meet tho orders wo already have. We 
shall be compelled to increase tiie pay of 
our operatives; but we must do it, be- 
cause our mills must be employed.” So 
another falsehood was exploded. We 
have uo doubt that many more attempts 
to deceive tho public, if examined, will 
result in the same way. This matter of 
cotton is as transparent a humbug as 
was that of paper, to which wo alluded 
yesterday. Neither interest is affected 
by the tariff, or is depeudeut upon Mc- 
Kinleyism for its prosperity. 

Our correspondent need not be under 
any concern. The defeat of McKiuley- 
isrn is the last thing likely to create a 
financial panic. It will restore confi- 
dence iu business rather, because when 
McKinleyism is extinguished business 
will be based upon a sounder basis than 
it was before.

Beauty Among SuvnfM. 

Among the Babin es, who dwell to the 
north of the Columbia river, a largo un- 
der lip is regarded ns a type of l>eauty. 
A small incision is made in tho lip dur- 
ing infancy and a fragrant of bone in- 
serted. This is replaced from time to 
time by larger and larger fragments, 
each operation being attended with so- 
vero pain, and at length pieces of wood 
inensuring not less than three inches in 
length nud an inch and a half in width, 
aro inserted, causing tho lip to protrude 
to a frightful extent. A similar custom 
exists among the Paraguay Indians, and 
the labnets worn by tho BotOCudos aro 
inserted in a slit made in the lower lip. 

A Botocndo has been noticed to tako 
a knife and cut a piece of meat on it and 
tumble the meat into his month. Among 
tho Hydahs (Queen Charlotte islands) it 
is considered a mark of tho lowest breed- 
ing to bo without this labial ornament of 
tho lower lip. When a young woman 
and an old one quarrel the elderly daino 
will reproach tho younger with her 
youth, inexperience and general igno- 
rance, pointing, wero further proof 
necessary, to tho inferior sizo of her lip. 
This lip of beauty is not, however, pe- 
culiar to these aborigines, but is com- 
mon among somo of the African tribes. 
Tho Berrys, for instance, who inhabit 
Sanbriat, a tributary of tho Nile, insert 
in the lower lip a piece of crystal an 
inch in length. Tho Bougo women in a 
similar way extend the lower lip hori- 
zontally till it projects far beyond the 
upper. The mutilation of both lips is 
observed nmong the women of Kudje, 
in Segseg, between Lake Tsad and tho 
Beuwe.— Brooklyn Eagle. 


The AbiiHO uf Hypnotism. 

An army of miscreants misuse hyp- 
notism to obtain money from their vic- 
tims. They are constantly exposed by 
third parties, but seldom lose their 
power over their dupes, on account of 
the mesmerized condition of the latter. 

Lower still in the depths of sin aro 
those who call themselves “massage 
magnetizers,” “massage hypnotists,” or 
those who advertise “electric baths,” 
“massage baths,” “magnetic baths” and 
“magnetic treatment.” There is no rea- 
son for their existence, unless it be in a 
correctional or penal institution.

For Cancer and Skin Poisoning. 

Cancerous growths are the most diffi- 
cult skin diseases to control. Tho knife 
Is generally the only thing that will 
r.nswer satisfactorily, but the drug called 
Fyoktanin has been used with consider- 
able success. As a local dressing on 
painful cancers that could not be re- 
moved by an operation it gives consid- 
erable relief, and in many instances has 
decreased tho size of the growth. For 
poisonings of the skin various drugs are 
Used, hut for ivy poison there is none 
better than permanganate of potassium. 
Which makes au excellent wash for tho 
poisoned skin. In Russia it has been 
found of great value in frost bites, re- 
lieving the itching and burning sensa- 
tion at once. For slight burns of the 
skin it is also of great use, hut severe 
burns are not to he treated by it. — Yan- 
kee Blade. 

Cunnibalii and Shaved Heads. 

On the upper Congo the natives give a 
great deal imagination and labor to the 
arrangement of their headdress. Some 
of them, however, like the Baugala, 
keep their heads closely shaved, except 
for little tufts of hair on top and at the 
tides. On the middle Mobaugi river the 
hatives also shave their heads. This is 
a very general custom among cannibal 
tribes. Not all cannibals on the Congo 
shave their heads, but it is certain that 
all tribes which follow this practice are 
cannibals.

OFFICE. 

The school committee met in the Clatlin 
school house Wednesday evening, the 
mayor presiding and Messis. Lawrence. 
Travis, Harwood, Boyden, Hale and Mrs. ' 
Martin being abseut. 

A communication was received from j 
the city council authorizing an additional 
appropriation of $2548.98 to the school 
appropriation. 

A communication was received from 
Mr. C. C. Hussey acknowledging the 
graceful courtesy extended him by the 
board. 

Mr. Bond made a motion to proceed to 
ballot for superintendent. 

Mr. Bond and Mrs. Davis were appoint- 
ed tellers and Mr. Bond reported the 
result as showing eight ballots for Mr. 
Geo. I. Aldrich, the present encumbent. 

The chair appointed Mr. Hornbrooke a 
committee of one to inform Mr. Aldrich 
of his re-election, leporting thereafter to 
the evident satisfaction of all present. 

No report was submitted by the super- 
intendent aud an order for the purchase 
of text books was passed : Bessey’s Ele- 
ments of Botauy aud Whitney’s Intro 
ductory French Reader for use iu the 
High school, also King’* Second and 
Third Geographical Reader?, ‘‘Pictur- 
esque Geography, (a series of twelve 
books), Blaisdell’s Physiology for Little 
Folks aud a Pathfinder iu American 
History. 

Mr. Putney reported on the matter of 
nature study, recommeudiug that the 
High school committee have authority 
to employ a competent teacher for the 
study aud allowing Mr. Chandler to 
spend his time in the lower branches as 
ueeded. The report was accepted aud 
adopted. 

The sum of $12,556.39 was appropriated 
for December expenses. 

Mr. Boud reported ou the printiug of 
the Columbian Day exercises, recom- 
mending its refereuce to the board of 
next year. 

Mr. Hornbrooke presented the resigna- 
tion of Mrs. M. M. Bakeman, first assist- 
ant at the Bigelow school. 

The resignation was accepted and 
Annie E. George wns choseu lo fill the 
vacancy at a salary of $700 per year, and 
Maria E. Gardiuer to be assistant at the 
same school at a compeusatiou of $620. 

Au order was passed requesting the 
chair to appoiut a committee of three to 
co-operate with other schools to secure 
legislation tending to place the care of 
school buildings in the hands of] tin- 
school committees of the commonwealth. 

Mr. Mouro submitted the annual re- 
poit of the school committee showing 
one new school building this year, that 
at Waban, rnakiug a total of 24. The 
most important action of the year was 
the appoiutmeut of a new superintendent 
whose administration had been eminently 
satisfactory. A supervisor of public 
buildings was urged, also more attention 
to the attendance of scholars at the 
various schools, and additional teacheis’ 
supplies, the equipment being very 
scanty.

The Citizens held a Mass. Caucus in 
Tremont Hall, Newtouville, Wednesday 
night, which was largely attended. Mr. 
C. W . Sheppard called the meeting to order 
and Mr. Geo. B. Jones was chosen chair- 
man and Mr. C. W. Sheppard secretary. 

Mr. Marcus Morton of West Newton 
made a speech denunciatory of the sewer 
assessment ordinance and offered the fol- 
lowing resolution which was passed unani- 
mously :

FINANCIAL. 

The sum of $500 was transferred from 
interest on water loans to be added to 
inteiest ou city loan. The city treasurer 
was authorized to borrow $40,000 in 
anticipation of taxes; also the sum of 
$119,000, payable at 4 por cent, per 
annum in ten yoars, for the sower con- 
struction, and establishing a sinking 
fund for its redemption. 

The sum of $47,000 was appropriated 
for December expeuses. 

THAT COMMISSION. 

Alderman Sheppard moved that the 
order relative to the appointment of a 
commission on the question of separa- 
tion of the grades on the Boston *Sr Al- 
bany in Newton, and the appropriation 
of money therefor, bo taken from the 
table.

A uew order was then presented, ap- 
pointing a commission, epusisting of the 
city engineer and two other experts to 
consider the relocation, or raising or 
depression of the tracks in their present 
location, the park system as proposed re- 
garding Washington street, aud render to 
the city council a report including the 
probable cost of each plan, also the prob- 
able land damages arising therefrom, in 
April 1S93, the sum of $5000 being appro- 
priated for the expense of the above. 
'iThe order passed unanimously. 

LAND FOR HIGH SCHOOL. 

Alderman Hyde asked that the matter 
-of the purchase of additional land be 
takon from the table, and then said the 
purchase had been recommeuded by the 
publie property committee, and it was 
time the matter was settled one way or 
the other. The present order called for 
on $8000 appropriation. 

Alderman Wilson thought it could lay 
until after the 1892 appropriations had 
been decided. 

Tbe matter was here allowed to rest 
until a substitute order was prepared. 

Alderman Uarbach offered an order re- 
questing the mayor to petition the 
general court to exclude the indebted- 
ness of tho sewer construction from the 
limited indebtedness of the city aud to 
extend the debt limit, and omit indebted- 
ness in anticipation of taxes from the 
limited indebtedness.

HIGHWAY AGAIN. 

Alderman Hyde introduced Mr. J. E. 
Titus as wishing to speak to tho board. 
Mr. Titus’ land had boen damaged by 
highway construction restricting ontrance 
from Williams street to his lot, ami as 
the highway committee had not taken 
notico of his polition last July, he asked 
what course to pursue iu the matter. 

Tho Mayor did not consider the matter 
as belonging to tho board to consider- In 
answer to the Mayor, Alderman Coffin 
said no action was taken on the petition. 

| Tho place had been visited but the high- 
way department, he thought, had not ex- 
ceeded its authority in tbe work. 

A petition from George Warren for 
wooden stable 40x50 feet on Paul street 
was teceived. 

Alderman Coffin offered an older re- 
leasing to tire Uarbach heirs that part ot 
Beacon street discontinued. 

A recess was then taken aud after re- 
assembling, Alderman Hyde presented a 
petition from J. E. Titus, relative to tho 
restriction of eutrance to his lot from 
Williams street by work of the highway 
department. 

An order authorizing the appropriation 
I of $7,800 for the purchase from the 
Claflin estate ot alditional land for the 
1 High School, passed. 

HKFORK THE BUDGET. 

Before taking up tho appropriations 
for 1803, the Mayor referred to lion. IVm 
P. Ellison who was present iu behalf of 
the Nowtou Cottage Hospital, and ex- 
plain the extra $1000 asked by them in 
tbe appropriation. 

The board voted to go into a committee 
of the whole, and the Mayor called Presi- 
dent Harbach to tbe chair. 

Mr. Ellison gave a very concise state- 
ment of the Hospital matter resulting in 
au expense the past year to Oct. 1, for 
the care of 280 cases payable by the city 
at a cost of $3110.73. Rated on this basis 
the year’s expeuse to tbe hospital would 
be $4150 and on this basis they asked for 
$4000 instead of $3000. 

The discrepancy between this state- 
ment and that of tbe report to Mr. Mos- 
man of the overseers of poor, which 
showed only 82 cases to Oct. 1, costing 
about $1800, required light and after con- 
siderable discussion, the matter was ex- 
plained by Mr. Ellisou in that the appli- 
cants for admittance to tbe hospital, 
about whom there is any doubt as to 
their residence in Newton, the overseers 
of the poor are immediately notified, 
while patients of actual known residence 
in Newton are not so reported, the 82 re- 
ported probably being doubtful as to 
residence and the 204 being known resi- 
dents. The question of rendering regu- 
lar reports as required by the contract 
was brought up, and it was found one re- 
port had been made iu Juno and passed 
tbe board, but had uot come into the 
hands of the clerk. 

The report was hunted up in tho over- 
seers room aud duly delivered to the 
clerk of the board for filing. 

THE BUDGET. 

Alderman Hyde moved to proceed with 
the budget. 

Tbe list was gone through aud checked 
and the items then taken for considera- 
tion. 

The first item was the almshouse re- 
duced from $5000 to $4700 by the other 
branch. 

Alder matt Churchill said tbe$300extra 
recommended, was for painting the 
house. It was very much needed aud he 
thought it economy to admit the $300. 

Alderman Wilson thought the matter 
could wait. 

Aldermam Sheppard thought $300 
could be Jbetter economized by painting 
and preserving tbe bouse, and moved to 
make the appropriation $5000. 

The next item was clerical assistance iu 
the assessors department, $2500, reduced 
by the council from $3000. 

Mr. C. A. Miner of the assessor’!, iu 
explanation, said the total expeuse of 
clei ieal assistance the past year had been 
$1800 against au appropriation of $1200. 

A good deal of the city treasurer’s work 
estimated at $.‘>50 is done in his office, 
sewer work, $700, and work for the 
street watering department $125 making 
a total of $2075, actual expeuse. 

Alderman Hvde moved to restore the 
amount to $3000, 

Abler man Sprague, referring to the in- i 
creased salaries for drivers in the fire de- 
partment, recommended by tbe several 
committees, said $1.92 a day was very | 
low for twenty hours work seven days in j 
the week, ana thought they were worth 
certainly as much as drivers of city carts 
who, he heard, got $2.25 for an ordinary 
days woik. 

Chief Bixby, upon request, said ho 
knew of no city which paid its drivers so 
little, mentioning ‘Lowell, Boston, Cam- 
bridge, Somerville and Brookliuc. 

A lengthy discussion followed, Aider- 
man Sprague filially moving that the | 
items stand as recommended by the 
several committees. Tbe motion was de- , 
feated. leaving the items as recommeuded ! 
by the finance committee, without the in- | 
crease. 

The item for uew lire alarm stations 
changed bv the couucil from $900 to $500 
was considered. 

Chief JJixhy said the $1000 recommeud- 
ed to the finance committee included fire 
boxes, aud the cost of pole wires ami 
work ol puttiug them up. After some 
discussion it was changed to $1000. 

Aldei man Sheppard moved to strike 
out iu its entiioty “wideuiug, reconstruc- 
tion aud improvements” iu the highway 
department. 

Aldei man Hyde and Churchill objected 
to <ny such w holesale measure. 

Alderman Harbach aud Collin thought 
it poor economy to take iiiouoy from the 
highways, and from those streets select- 
ed for additional care duriug the year. 

It was fiually agreed to strike out this 
total apoiopiiatiou of $18, 150, there soem- 
iug few chances of diminishing the bud- 
get unless some determined measures 
were taken with matters which could lay 
ovei until another year. 

Aldei man Jlarhach moved to strikeout 
the $500 for trees aud add to public 
puiks and squares, $2500, making a total 
of $3000 for use on parks about the city. 
Last season the $2000 appropriated was 
all used without doing all that was 
necessary. The appropriation has been 
to ) small aud it was thought $1000 more 
must be used to keep the parks iu good 
shape. 

The item for a $8500 highway stable on 
Auburudale avenue was questioned by 
Aldermau Hyde, who is chairman of the 


public property committee nnd knew 
nothing about it. 

Alderman Coffin said complaint was 
made of the horses now necessarily kept 
in the hose house, and a place for 
Rtorinu tools and teams wns needed as 
well as for several horses. 

Thoughts of the Nonantum hose house 
fight camo up, as Alderman Hyde spoke 
of tho easo which all plans and figures 
except those of the public property seem 
to pass. The discussiou endon by Aldei - 
man Coffin moving to pay for the stable 
by note and taking it from tbo budget 

Alderman Wilson wished to know 
about the registration appropriation. 

City Clerk Kingsbury said through an 
error tho estimate was not made large 
enough, and instead of $1000, $1000 
would be necossary. 

Tho itom was increased to $1000. 

Aldorman Churchill taking up the 
item of the salary of tho citv solicitor, 
behoved in raising it from $1250 to $1500. 
The work iiad boon much morn arduous 
this year and tbe salary was very small 
for tiie work done. 

Alderman Sprague said $2000 would 
not pay him for tho work ho did. 

Tho figures wero raised to $1500. 

Tho general appropriation for sohools 
was taken up but after sotno discussion 
was loft at $133,000 as recommended. 

Tbo street light department appro- 
priation, $30,000. was then takeu up and 
Aldermau Sheppard submittod tho work 
that could bo obtained at this prioo, a 
cut from a recommendation of $30,000 
with amendment. Ho said they had ar- 
ranged a schedule whereby arc lights 
could bo run all night every night in tho 
month; incandescent and gas lights 
twenty-five nights in ench month in- 
stead of twenty ns now, making a total 
expense of $29,000 and $1000 for new 
lights through the year. Considerable 
discussion was brougnt out, Aldermnu 
Harbach believing iu spending more 
money on streets than lights. 

The item was passed. 

The budget was linishod, the board 
liaviug cut down tho figures $24,090 fiom 
those of tho council making a total cut 
dowu of $43,500 by both branches or a 
reduction from tho recommendation of 
the finance committee, $700,400 to 740,- 
000. Last year’s appropriation of $090,- 
SO0 is exceeded by $50,100. 

Tbe committee of the whole then dis- 
solved. 

AFTERWVRIlS. 

A communication from the common 
couucil was received of tho defeat of 
$7800 appropriation for High school 
laud. 

Alderman Hyde offered a substitute 
order making the purchase sum $7825, 
which was passed. 

The alderman then went into execu- 
tive session. 


Free Trade and the Wool Industry.

And as the care- 
ful sailor, when ho sees the dark clouds 
aloug tfie distant horizon, prepares to 
meet the coming storm, so this careful 
busiuess man seeing the inevitable ap- 
proach of disaster, will prepare for the 
coming danger by disposing of his entire 
stock. As this is only one of the daily 
instances of a retracting or ol a complete 
stop of business, can we not say ‘‘the 
industries of M issachusetts are folding 
thi ir tents like the Arabs and silently 
stealing away.”

REPUBLICAN (OM UN HON. 


JOHN A. FKNNO NOMINATED AFTKIt A 
CLOSE CONTEST. 

Tho Republican convention was held 
Tuesday evening in the council chamber. 
Mr. R. H. Gardinor called the convention 
to ordor, and Judge W. F. Slocum was 
appointed chnirmnn and Mr. A. F. Luke, 
secretary. 

All the delegates wore present, and it 
was voted to take an informal ballot for 
mayor. Ex-Aldermon Chadwick present- 
ed the name of Aldorman John A. Kenno 
of Ward Two, as tho unanimous choice 
of tho delegates from that word. lie 
had served four years in tho city council, 
hud been on both tickets at every elec- 
tion, and was in every way qualified to 
discharge tho dutios of mayor of the 
city. lie could spate tho timo to attend 
to it, and his rocord iu the city council 
would boar the closest scrutiny. A year 
ago as chairman of tho highway commit- 
tee he kept the roads in better condition 
than usual and turned over a balance at 
the end of tho year, an unheard of thing 
in that department. The Citizens’ party 
would endorso his nomination and there 
would bo no contest, which would save 
much noodless work and hard feeling 
among fellow citizens, and also bo favor- 
ablo for the beBt interests of the city. 

Mr. W. E. Sheldon presented the name 
of Alderman Wilson, saying tlint Ward 
Three lind never yot had a mayor, and 
pow it presented the namo of a man who 
had shown himself an expert financier, 
and one of tho most successful business 
men of Boston. Ho had had a yoar’s ex-, 
pcrionco in city nfrairs,nnd had a capacity 
for business equalled by but few. He 
would have tho respect of the whole city, 
and although ho could not say that any 
other party was pledged to nominate 
him, yot ho hoped they would do so. 

Mr. R. H. Gardiuor presented the name 
of Alderman Ilarbacli, as the unanimous 
choice of Wards Five and Six, and ho 
knew he would be favored by all the 
Democrats in those wards, who appreci- 
ated faithful work in the mayor’s chair. 
Mayor nibbard bad declined a unani- 
mous call to servo anothoi yoar, as he 
could not attend to both the city’s busi- 
ness and his own. Tho calls on the 
mayor had increased tremendously in the 
last few’ years, and we want a man who 
can give his whole timo to the city, which 
Mr. Harbach could do. He had been 
elected to the city council four years 
ago, with no experience in city affairs, 
and known to but few, but he had en- 
tered heart and soul into the work, and 
had given the most careful attention to 
the minutest details, aud was thoroughly 
familar with all city affairs.

It would 
be a sad day for Newton when wo turn 
asido from an upright, clear headed man, 
for such a reason. 

Alderman Hyde seconded the nomina- 
tion, as the unanimous choice of Ward 
Five. 

Mr. U. C. Hunt of Ward Seven read 
a letter from Mr. Samuel L. Powers, 
saying that he had noticed the mention 
of his namo by his friends, but while he 
appreciated the compliment, he was not 
and had not been a candidate.

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VALUE OF THREATS. 

HOW DESIGNING PERSONS TAKE A 
MEAN ADVANTAGE.

to lixtnrt Money. 

The threut as a weapon of social war- 
fare has not, yet been given its truly im- 
portant place. The sanest persons are 
inclined to regard the threat as the out- 
come of a vain and feeble mind and are 
prompted to laugh when the villain 
cries “Beware!" Much as we may de- 
spise the threat, yet it is indubitable that 
more people are influenced and made to 
do what is against their wishes by this 
means than by actual violence. 

The threat wielder is naturally punily 
proportioned, mentally and physically, 
and exercises his power most effectually 
in the woman’s world. Women more 
than men have reason to dread the 
threat, for man can either afford to run 
its daugers or proceed to immediate 
punishment. The woman is defenseless, 
aud though she would frequently like 
to proceed to extreme, yet traditional 
convention keeps her within bounds. 
Threats are so varied that it would re- 
quire a large volume to desci’ihe them 
all, but we will speak of the more com- 
mon. 

Tho dissatisfied son Ms well known to 
societyV He greedily seizes every occa- 
sion to drag his name through the mire 
and besmirch the family. He is fre- 
quently remonstrated with; prayers, 
tears, exhortations are in vain. Then 
comes the last injunction, “If you per- 
sist in this last course I will disinherit 
you.” “Go ahead,” replies the young 
reprobate; “you cut off my supplies, aud 
I’ll disgrace tlio whole family." 

One threat is sufficient to procure the 
means for his vile wants, and the House- 
hold lives in abject terror lest the 
threat wielder put into execution his 
promise of further tortures. It is not 
only bad sons who exercise this baleful 
system of money getting; it is as freely 
employed by bad brothers and husbands. 

The pleasant and affectionate brother 
is probably now’ reading the society col- 
umns of tlieNlaily and weekly papers 
with the utmost care. His drunken 
comrades once twitted him about his 
“craze.” 

“Well.” said the unblushing scoun- 
drel, “d’ye see, I have a sister who’s no 
end way up, and when I find she’s going 
to give a party to the nobs I drop her a 
line and say I’m coming. It fetches the 
stuff, it does.” This heartless scheme to 
filch from her money to cover her dis- 
grace found a peculiar charm for tliobe- 
sotted minds of his companions. The 
threat was more potent than the per- 
formance, for if the good lady bad had 
the moral courage to send for an officer 
aud declare the fellow a lunatic she 
would have been saved from his now 
never ending persecution. 

How many women suffer from the 
threat of their devoted husbands? And 
how many wives slave themselves to 
death through threats from their spouses? 

The threat cannot be successfully 
wielded by men whose mentality lacks 
intuition. To a man whose intuitions 
are good, and who reads human nature 
easily, the threat is a powerful weapon. 
It really requires u man who can analyze 
emotion and passion to reach the acme 
of perfection as a threat wielder. The 
vulgar threatener loses his charm, but 
the accomplished villain can so torture 
his victim or victims that the pangs en- 
dured by the patrons of the auto da fe 
were exquisite pleasures in comparison. 

Apparently the kindest and most sub- 
servient husbands can, by judiciously 
handling of the threat, drive their wives 
almost to desperation at a social func- 
tion, and none but them know of the 
secret punishment. To employ the 
threat so that it pesters every fiber 
of your victim’s body the teuderest 
points in your opponent’s armor must be 
known. That once being discovered it 

marvelous wlmt ramifications the 
threat can take. The merest glance can 
become a threat, and the person is as 
completely under the glamour of this 
delicate inquisition us the diminutive 
mouse in the claws of a powerful cat. 

Tho most successful threut is not to 
the woman herself, for u woman’s pa 
tience and pluck under such circum- 
stances can bo provokingly humiliating, 
and there is no man who feels exactly a 
hero when tho person he has sworn to 
honor and protect will regard him with 
humid eyes aud meekly say, “As you 
like, dearest.” 

Women, as a general rule, love martyr- 
dom, and there ure some so peculiarly 
constituted us to derive tho severest en- 
joyment from the contemplation that 
their liege lords were harboring in their 
miuds some hideous schemes of venge- 
ance against them. But where this 
would fail the threat of the amiable in- 
dividual to do something to himself 
would be eminently successful. Women 
above all things l'eel disgrace, uud the 
anguish at tho loss of an unamiable hus- 
band by being hit over the head with a 
buugstarter is triviul when compared to 
tho sorrow for the maimer of his deutli. 
It would not be for tho llight of her hus- 
band’s soul the teurs were shed, but for 
the disgraceful circumstances utteudiug 
the depart uru. The fact that it was not 
a respectable demise for which she could 
be properly consoled would bo the only 
bitter remembrance of her sweet widow- 
hood. — San Francisco Chronicle.

FEN NO FOR MAYOR. 


The Republican convention made the 
Tbest choice possible in deciding upon ex- 
Alderman John A. Feuno for mayor. It 
w as a close and interesting contest and 
five ballots were necessary for a choice. 
Alderman Powers sent in n letter stating 
that he was not and had not been a can- 
didate, which left throe men in the field, 
and on the first ballot Alderman 
Harbacli led with 17 votes, dropping 
on the second to 13, and gaining one 
on the fourth and fifth. His strength 
is said to have come from Wards Oue, 
Five and Six, while Ward Three, after 
■voting for Alderman Wilson once, went 
over to ex-Alderman Fenno, with Wards 
Two and Seven, and most of Ward Four. 
The Harbacli men did their best but they 
•could not gain the extra vote needed to 
nominate him, while Alderman Wilson’s 
friends believed that he was most urgent- 
ly needed in his present position, and 
therefore did not make a very strenuous 
-effort to secure his nomination. 

The result has given great satisfaction 
to all parties. The Republicans believe it 
ha6 saved them from a bitter contest with 
the result doubtful, and now they are on 
the winning side, and the Citizens are 
pleased at the endorsement of their can- 
didate. There was some talk of a 
nomination paper, but even if such 
action should be taken, it would have no 
serious effect on the election, as Mr, 
Fenno is sure of a practically unanimous 
-vote. 

The union of both parties in favor of 
one candidate is an excellent thing for 
the reputation of the city of Newton, as 
it shows that all parties here are more 
interested in the prosperity of the city 
than in any petty local squabbles, and a 
Better choice than Mr. Feuno could not 
■well have been made. He is not given 
to bluster, or to making a great show 
over what he does, but we have had few 
such efficient men in the city government. 
He is always willing to listen conrteous- 
Jy to the other side, and to examine the 
arguments presented, and in his career 
in the city council be could always be 
depended on to look after the interests 
of the people. He believed in fairness 
and justice to all, he could be firm in de- 
fence of any cause in which he believed, 
but he never was so obstinate as to re- 
fuse to listen to any arguments against 
him, and in this quality he Btrongly re- 
sembles Mayor Hibbard, to whom he 
promises to be a worthy successor. 

Newton's interests will bo safe under 
bis administration, there will be no ex- 
travagance, but all the needs of the city • 
will be efficiently looked after, and the ! 
thing to do is to give him a board of ) 
aldermen who will be well qualified to j 
make the next administration efficient in 


every department. It does not make so 
much difference who is sent to the coun- 


cil, but in the board of aldermen we need i 
liberal-minded, practical business men, 

. and a wise selection should be made 
from both tickets. 


ELECTION KX PEXSES. 

"By the Hth of December the treasurers 
of political committees in tills state 
■which have received, expended or dis- 
bursed any money or the equivalent of 
money, or incurred any liability to pay 
money in connection w th the recent 
•jloc ion, il t he aggregate of such receipts 
u expenditures and liabilities shall ex- 
ceed $20, must file a Detailed account 
with the city or to * ’1 clerk of their res- 
yeelive city or town. A failure to do 
• Ills or a failure to make an absolutely 
Iioutst statement, both of receipts (in- 
vludmg the name of the c mtributor) and 
disbursements, with the date and reason 
for the same, will render the committee 
treasuier liable to punishment by fine of 
oot excceeding $100, or by imprisonment 
in jail for not nune than oue year, 01 by 
both line and imprisonment. More than 
this, every person who has received 
money, or the equivalent of money, or 
has spent money, or its equivalent, to an 
amount exceeding $ 20 , on his own ac- 
count, and not llnough a political com- 
mittee, for the purpese of aiding or 
promoting the success . or defeat of a 
political party, or of electing or defeat- 
ing a candidate, must file u statement of 
such receipt or expenses, ai d a failure 
<>n his part to do this is punishable in the 
manner indicated above. 

The provisions of the law at e clearly 
stated above by the Boston Herald, aud 
■ would seem as if the law fully covered 
the case. The Election Laws League 
nas prepared a number of blanks to be 
allied out when cases of a violation of 
?be law arc known or suspected, aud 
these are to be sent to all the city aud 
town clerks. 

In the case of Newton there are pretty 
grave rumors in circulation of inouuy 
being used for other purposes than 
egitimate expenses, aud rnuuy men will 
watch carefully the returns made to the 
city clerk to see if certain payments of 


which they have, or profess to have, 
knowledge are included in these returns. 

Every man who makes any protencos 
to honesty and patriotism ought to be 
actively interested in seeing that this 
! law is enforced, and that any violations 
of it are brought to the tndice of the 
I proper authorities. The matter trans- 
cends in importance any other question 
involved in politics, for if elections can 
l>e carried by the use of money, then wo 
1 might as well bid farewell to any hope 
I of honest government. The public con- 
science seems to be strangoly dulled on 
| this question. Wo havo heard many 
I otherwise honorable geutlemon defend 
the use of money t > elect their candidate, 
as a perfectly proper thing to do, and 
they evidently will see nothing wrong in 
it. They are honorable citizens, they 
occupy high positions in church or 
society, in other ways they aro model 
citir.ens, yet they profess that tlioy can 
see nothing wrong iu carryiug an elec- 
tion by corrupt methods, provided their 
own party is beuefitted. Probably a 
good doal of this talk is only due to the 
heat engendered by an election, but 
when honorable men will even excuse 
suoh methods there is evidently need of 
a general revival, and a quickening of the 
public conscience. 

There are so many ways of evading a 
law, that a strict enforcement of the law 
relating to olection expenses seems too 
much to hope for, but if an example 
could be made of those who have 
violated the law, by giying them the full 
penalty, it would do much to mako the 
corrupt use of money iu elections dis- 
reputable. The public regard wrong 
actions much as the little girl, who said 
that such a tiling was worse than wicked, 
it was vulgar, and when ouco the bribe- 
giver has been imprisoned, such a means 
of carrying an election will coaso to be 
considered smart, aud its full enormity 
will be realized. 


THE CITIZENS* CAUCUS 

The Citizens’ Mass Caucus was well 
attended and contained the usual number 
of men who wauted tliiugs run for their 
own personal benefit, or to pay oft some 
private grudge, without auy regard for 
the good of the Citizens’ organization. 
It was certaiuly curious to witness the 
frieuds of Alderman Harbacli, a straight 
Republican, who, Mr. Gardiner says, al- 
ways votes his straight party ticket,como 
in and attempt to carry the convention 
for him. Such action was hardly con- 
sistent, to say the least. There was also 
a fight made in bolialf of Alderman Wil- 
son, but we do not believe that it had 
that geutleman’s sanction. To have 
taken any other course than to endorse 
the nomination of Mr. Fenno, would 
have been a sad blow to the Citizens’ 
movement, aod perhaps this was one 
secret of the opposition made to him. 

The wiser leaders happily prevailed, 
and Mr, Fenno is certain of election, no 
matter who takes out nomination papers. 

The resolution adopted, calling for the 
repeal of the sewer ordinance, was rather 
amusiDg. coming before the nomination 
of auy candidate, and then putting up 
one man at least, who worked hard to 
pass it, and one wonders whether he had 
given satisfactory signs of repentance. 
The men who voted for the resolution 
and then worked for Alderman Harbacb, 
the chief author of the ordinance, and 
the man who tried his best to have the 
whole cost assessed on abuttors, must 
have a curious idea of consistency. Mr. 
Fenno can certainly stand on the resolu- 
tions, as he was the chief opponent of 
Alderman Harbach’s plan. 

For aldermen, the Citizens have second- 
ed the Republican nominations in the 
case of Messrs. Roffe and Bothfeld of 
Wards Six and Seven, and have put up 
new meu in the other wards. Their noml- 
i nees iu Wards One and Five areexcep- 
' t onally strong ones, and will probably 
, receive the votes of a large number of 
, Republicans. 

Mr. D. R. Emerson of Ward One ought 
I to have an easy victory, as he is one of 
the large property owners iu the city, a 
first class business man, and represents 
the class it is especially desirable to have 
interested in city affairs, as they have ! 
made Newtou what it is to-day. Dr. ! 
Thompson of Ward Five is one of the I 
leadiug citizeus of that ward, a wide ! 
awake aud active mau, and he is especial- 
ly popular in his own ward, aud through- 
out the city. 

In the other wards the Republicans 
havo up very strong candidates, aud they 
will probably have the advantage over 
their competitors on tho Citizens’ ticket. 

Tin new time tab).- has been the great 
subject ot interest ibis week, the number 
of trains to B iston having been increased 
from thirty-three to forty, and the num- 
ber of trains out from thirty to thirty- 
five. There is also one new Sunday train 
each way, goiug in at 3.21 from Newton 
aud one coming out at 2.35. There are no 
additional express trains, we are sorry to 
say, but these additional trains lead all 
to think well of the Boston and Albany 
management. The new trains are sand- 
wiched in at hours when trainB were 
badly needed. The early trains out are 
much belter arranged, aud it is uow sel- 
dom necessary to wait over half an hour 
tor a train. The changes aiesornauy 
they were rather confusing at first, aud 
on Monday most people got either a 
later or an earlier train than the oue they 
started for. Another improvement on 
the B. A A. is the much better light 
furnished, a uew style of lamp having 
been put iu many cars, so that it is pos- 
sible to read a paper 011 traius ruuuiug 
after dark. Many of the gloomy old cars 
still remain, however, to emphasize by 
contrast the improvement that has been 
made. 


The sidewalk ordinance, which pro 
yides for the clearing of snow by abuttors 
from sidewalks within a specified dis- 
tance or the railroad stations iu Newtou, 
Xewtouville and West Newtou, has been I 


passed by the City Council, and residents 
in those sections will not bo so depen- 
dent on their goloshes in the futuro. 
The othor sections have invested so 
largely in rubber boots that they do not 
enre to have their walks cleared, as that 
would take away all oxcuro for using 
them. The order was passed by tho 
Council a week ago and when it came up 
in the board of aldermen several of tho 
members did not know where they woro 
at, and thought it applied to tho whole 
city. Alderman Sheppard s.rid tho New- 
ton papers stated that, tho C’ommon 
Council had amended it ro that it only 
applied to throe villages, to which a 
member from the Riiburhs on the south 
side replied that the Newton papers 
were no criterion, and ho know it applied 
to tho whole city. Mayor Hibbard kind- 
ly read tho order and it was found that 
the south side aldermen wero wrong and 
tho Newton papers wero right, as they 
usually are. 

A correspondent asserts that a gon- 
tleman of Oak Hill who lias found wool 
raising profitable the past two or threo 
years, is so alarmed at. the Demooratic 
vietory that he is going to give up the 
business. But* any one who found any 
profit in wool raising tho past few years, 
when the prioe has boon lower than ever 
before, ought not to bo oasily discouraged. 
Congressman Stevens and many other 
experienced men assert that the price of 
Amerioau wool will go up when the tax 
on foreign wool is lowored sufficiently to 
allow of native wool being mixed with it. 
Perhaps too, then tho all wool-goods will 
be made of something else besides shoddy, 
and our foreigners will get tho benefit of 
this change. But tho chief importance 
of tho letter is in showing that farming 
and also the keeping of sheep is profit- 
able in the city of Newton, which will 
surprise many pcoplo who thought thoy 
know all about Norton. 


Alderman Sheppard’s order for tho 
appointment of a commission of threo 
competent engineers to consider tho 
grade crossiug problem, and tho threo 
plaus for their abolition which have 
been proposed, was passed by both 
branches of the City Council, Monday 
night, and the expense of tho same 
limited to $5,000. The plan is generally 
favored by the people, who would like 
to have the opiuiou of exports ou tho 
question, which is tho most important 
one now before tho city of Newton, in 
that its decision will have au important 
effect on the future growth of a largo 
section, aud on the comfort of the

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SEVERAL PASSENGERS HURT. 

RAH. HOAD ACCIDENT AT NEWTON HIGH- 
LANDS STATION. 

An accitlmi, which resulted in the dc- 
st run ion of considerable rollinc stock, 
nnd in which seveisl persons were in- 
jured, none seriously, occurred nt 3.10 
o’clock Saturday afternoon on the circuit 
branch of the Hoston A- Albany railroad 
At the Newton Highlands station. 

A passenger train going around the 
circuit road, arriving at Newton High- 
lands at 3.0ft o’clock, left two New York 
A New England coaches at the station. 

When the circuit train departed, nn 
engine hacked down from the Woon- 
socket branch of the New York A* New 
England railroad, and the coaches were 
Attached. They contained only a few 
passengers, bound for Needham and 
points beyond on tho New York A* New 
England railroad. 

.lust after this train got under head- 
way an empty Bo*ton A- Albany gravel 
train, the engine of which was reversed, 
the tender being in front, came around 
a sharp curve east of the Highlands sta- 
tion, and crashed into the rear of the 
passenger train. The blunt end of the 
tender prevented the telescoping of the 
rear car, tho end of which was smashed 
in. 

The force of the coucussion carried 
the car forward and shoved the car in 
front over the tender of the passenger 
train engine. 

Both coaches were pretty badly stove 
up and the passenger engine considerably 
damaged. 

The cab and boiler of the gravel engiuo 
was smashed in and 10 cars piled up iu a 
hear*. 

The wreckago was strewn over tho out- 
ward and inward tracks and stopped the 
running of trains for several hours. 

When the engineer of the gravel train, 
Frank Jenkins, saw that a collision was 
inevitable, he reversed the lever of his 
engine and jumped from the cab, the fire- 
man following suit. Neither of the men 
t were hurt. 

Immediately after the accident the 
railroad men and citizens hurried to the 
coaches, which were, however, emptied 
when they arrived. It was ascertained 
that the injuries of the passengers con- 
sisted largely of simple cuts aud bruises, 
the result of the shock and contact with 
broken glass. 

Mrs. Taey of Nfe*l on Upper Falls was 
Dot quite so fortunate as the others. 
She, It is thought, sustained injnrics to 
the spine. 

Some persons believe that the accident 
wfts due to carelessuess on the part of 
the engineer of the gravel train. Others 
attribute it to the automatic signal about 
one-fourth of a mile east of the High- 
lands station, which, they think, failed 
to work. 

Engineer Jenkins says that the signal 
was clear when he passed. He was mak- 
ing 18 miles an hour. 

An employe in Crain’s factory is re- 
ported, on credible authority, as stating 
that the danger signal was displayed and 
that the red disc was up when the gravel 
train came along. 

The responsibility will be made clear, 
probably, at the investigation to be held 
oy tbe railroad people this week. 

In regard to the signal it is said that 
there has been a call for one that could 
be worked by a lever at the Highlands 
station aud that the Boston & Albany 
officials have been requested to locate 
one there. This proposed signal, it was 
thought, would insure still greater safe 
ty, and its necessity was urged because 
detached cars bound for Needham and be- 
yond on the New York & New England 
road often wait five minutes at the New- 
ton Highlands station.

Tho military drill remains under 
Major Benyon’s charge, and Is, for the 
last threo years, voluntary. Fully four- 
fifths of the pupils take the training and 
derivo much pleasure as well as profit 
from it. 

Thirty of tho young women aro taking 
swimming lessons under Mrs. Arthur 
Winslow’s able management. Each 
pupil takes, on an average, two lessons a 
week, though some less frequently. One 
is already mistross of the art, and an- 
other rapidly nearing that goal. 

A party ot the girls, under Mr. Brag- 
dou’s escort, atteuded the services at 
the Rescue Mission iu Boston, Tuesday 
eveniug, Nov. 1ft. It was au occasion of 
special interest. There were stirring 
addresses by Mr. Harry Ballou of New 
York and others, and altogether the 
services wore very good and greatly en- 
joyed. 

Several new books have recently been 
added to tho library, among others II. C. 
Carpenter's excellent work on the Has- 
seiu-Karen Mission, (presents by Mrs. 
Carpenter, a former pupil), Prescott’s 
Conquest of Peru, Lamb’s Tales from 
Shakespoare’s Tragedies and Lang’s 
latest collection ot poems, The Blue 
Book of Poetry. 

Rev. W. D. Bridge, director of tbe 
Chautauqua school of shorthaud, is this 
year iu charge of tho department of 
shorthand at the Seminary. Mr. Bridge 
is one of the best stenographers in the 
country, and has recently been appointed 
to tbe charge of this branch in the bos- 
ton High schools. Lasell is fortunate in 
securing his services. It is proposed to 
piabe the pours© free later on. 

A public meeting was held in the 
gymnasium ou Saturday evening iu the 
interest of Negro education as repre- 
sented by the Tuskegee Normal and 
Industrial Institute, Alabama. Ad- 
dresses were made by two of the stu- 
dents of the Institute and the principal, 
Mr. Booker T. Washington, and a quartet 
of the students sang a number of negro 
melodies very effectively. The work is 
worthy and was aided by voluntary con 
tributions from the audience. 

The Demonstration Lectures in cook- 
ing for Ni»v. 14, and 21, were upon the 
subject. “Vegetable Foods, Boiling” and 
“Meats,” the first including the prepara- 
tion of potatoes, rice, macaroni, cabbage, 
canots and onions; and the second, 
soup-stock, clear souo, fillet of beef and 
mushroom sauce. The class has been 
divided into three divisions, civiug op- 
portunity for better work. There are 
also three private classes in cooking. 
No spirituous liquor is used in the 
preparation of the various dishes.

There certainly are signs of a 
healthy reaction against Lodgehm, and 
it is to be hoped that it may continue to 
spread.

An Interesting Question. 

A very interesting question is before 
congress ami the American Bar associa- 
tion arising out of the unfortunate mas- 
sacre of the Itulians in New’ Orleans. 
The relations between this country and 
Italy w’ere strained nearly to the point 
of war. Diplomatic intercourse was not 
discontinued, but Baron Fava, the Ital- 
ian minister, was recalled. 

The issue in the controversy arose 
from the conduct of the mob that broke 
into the New’ Orleans jail and killed the 
Italians w ho had been arrested for the 
murder of the chief of police. For 
everything done by the people of the 
city, and for everything done or left 
undone by the government and courts 
of the state of Louisiana, the federal 
government w’as responsible to Ituly. 
The men engaged in the outrage were 
acquitted, and this government recog- 
nized its moral responsibility at least 
by paying a small sum of money to sur- 
viving sufferers. 

The question Itefore congress and the 
Bar association’s international law com- 
mittee is clear. Wlmt remedy is there 
for a condition of law, international and 
domestic, under w’bich the United States 
is responsible to a foreign government, 
even to the point of war, for the ucts of 
the people and courts of a single state? 
It is an interesting and important ques- 
tion and one in which the whole coun- 
try <tnu45**rn«<I. — Harper's Weeklv.

Don’t Drink Wlno with Itnimnn*. 

The statement made in connection 
with the death of Colonel Gilmore that 
wine and banana juice combined made 
a deadly poison has caused much com- 
ment and much more comparing of 
notes. That to £at bananas and drink 
wine immediately afterward is to court 
certain death, as was stated by a gentle- 
man of some experience, is not yQrreQt, 
or I would have died a score of deaths 
from poison before this, and the inhabit- 
ants of the West Indian islands would 
have been decimated time and again, 
for the combin ation is common among 
those who cSTI secure wine. 

It is possible that some particular 
wines are dangerous in combination 
with bananas, but the rule does not ap- 
ply either to champagne or sherry. The 
suggestion, however, that bananas are 
injurious in connection w’ith anything 
is rather a novel one to me, because 
there are few fruits which will preserve 
life and health like the banana. When 
properly ripened the fruit is at once de- 
licious and nutritious. — St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 

Few Men Die of Overwork. 

Dr. Pye Smith holds that there is no 
fear of the ordinary man using his 
brains too much for health, and he does 
not believe that mental labor or honest 
work of any kind interferes with health 
or shortens life a day. He maintains 
that excessive eating is the abuse that 
tends to the injury of brain w’orkers 
more than any other cause. 

Many active brain w’orkers have sud- 
denly broken dow’n and fancied that it 
was due to brain fatigue, when, ns u 
matter of fact, it was due to over stuff- 
ing their stomachs. The furnace con- 
nection with mental machinery became 
clogged np with ashes and carbon in 
various shapes and forms, and as a re- 
sult disease came, and before the case 
was fully appreciated a demoralized con- 
dition of the nervous system was man- 
ifested and the prosaic cause for the 
collapse was suppressed under the eu- 
phemistic “mental overwork.” — Pitts- 
burg Dispatch. 

Swallowing; Abilities of Snakes. 

The jaws of the chicken snake are 
hung on hinges that can be taken apart 
or displaced for the time being, as tho 
case may be, and an entire Texas cot- 
tontail rabbit can be persuaded to enter, 
head and all, with little effort, and the 
body being made of india rubberlike 
material and very stretchable tbe kick- 
ing little animal soon finds a lodgment 
in the stomach.

Boston Teachers* Mutual Benefit As- 
sociation. 

The Teachers’ Mutual Benefit Associa-

00 per cent of their salaries at retiring, 
provided that no anuuity shall exceed 
$ 000 . •

If you will stay two or three days in one 
plnoo you will got that sort of affection 
for it and knowledge of its interior life, 
if one may so Inrge a phrase, which 
makes you always remember it with 
pleasure. If, on the other hand, you 
Should spend the same three days in 
going to three different places you hnvo 
in each of them only the annoyance of 
dropping your anchor and pulling it up 
again, only the little trials which neces- 
sarily belong to the first hours in an inn 
or a lodging house, and before these lit- 
tle annoyances are well over you have 
gone on vonr way again. 

My experience is that I have very little 
recollection of^gtiy sort of places whero 
I have simply spent a night or a part of 
a day, and that for filling up that great 
fund of experience and memories the 
maintenance of which is the great object 
of traveling it is always desirable to re- 
main for a little while where you are 
well off, that you may become acquaint- 
ed not simply with the circumstances, 
but with the real character of what in a 
certain way you may thus make a home. 

I hold that no man should travel with 
the mere idea of being amused. He has 
no right to walk into a town or an inn 
and say to the first person ho meets 
there, "Come and amuse me; show' me 
what there is which is entertaining.” 
Wherever a man goes he should carry 
certain tastes of liis own, should have 
certain objects which have interested 
him in life, and he should inquire with 
regard to those objects, as this particu- 
lar place may have an answer to give to 
his inquiries. 

And this I say with a good deal of hes- 
itation. I know nothing in the mere 
crossing of the water w’hich should 
change us all into critics of fine art. I 
am always a little amazed w’hen I go by 
chance into a picture gallery in Paris, 
in Brussels, or in Antwerp, to find there 
some w’ell to do Americans whom I 
never should by any accident have found 
in the academy at New' York or the art 
gallery in Boston. I cannot see wrhy we 
should all be compelled to see paintings 
in Europe, and in every city in Europe, 
w’hen at home we do not consider the ex- 
amination of paintings to be our prin ii- 
pal and especial business. I like to see 
a good picture, I think, as much as any- 
body does. But I cannot understand 
why the profession of a traveler and 
that of a connoisseur in art should be 
considered, as certainly they are consid- 
ered, as being very much the same thing. 
So I do not believe, as I say, that a per- 
son gains qualifications for un art critic 
by the accident of his crossing the ocean. 

To young travelers I am forever say- 
ing, “Keep scrapbooks.” They are even 
better than journals, by which I mean, 
preserve little queer bits of printed in- 
formation which w'ill come drifting into 
your hands every day, and which in 
after years will have a value from asso- 
ciation which of course does not attach 
to them, and by the same token what- 
evei is written at tin moment has a 
freshness afterward which no recollec- 
tion brought out on rainy days can rival. 
Hero is tLe advantage of a fountain 
pen or a half dozen sharpened pencils, 
o i which you cannot very easily lose all. 
Your journal may bo no sort of use to 
anybody also, but it will always be of 
value to yourself.— Edward Everett Hale 
in Boston Common w'ealth.

Rainfall in Australia. 

Australia seems to liuve had an un- 
usual rainfall this year, though it does 
not equal that of 1890, when, according 
to a rej>ort just issued by the govern- 
ment ustrouomer of New' South Wales, 
the average for the whole colony was 
82.75 inches, or 32. C per cent, greater 
than the uverugu of the sixteen preced- 
ing years. Forests do not seem to have 
aided in cloud precipitation, for while a 
densely timbered region the umouut was 
85.89 iuches, the mean of nine of the 
neurest stations in an open country w’ua 
88.92 inches. 

Elevation, however, hus a marked in- 
fluence on rainfall. At Wallagong, 
half u mile from the sea, at an elevation 
of sixty-seven feet, 38.81 inches fell, 
while at Cordeaux river, six miles from 
the seu, it is 55.53 iuches. — Mediter- 
ranean Nuturalist.
